Read a second time the Draft of proposed Act 
dated the 15th June 1840, and published in the Sup- 
plement to the Caleutta Gazette of the 17th of the 
same month, for the better management of Boats and 
Catamarans in the Madras Roads and for the amend- 
ment of certain Harbour Regulations. 

Resolution —The Right Hon'ble the Governor’ 
Gencrel in Council resolves that the following Amend- | 
ed Draft onthe subject be re-published for general 
information : : 


Act No, or 1841. 

For the better management of Boats and Catama- ' 

rans in the Madras Roads and for the amendment of 
certain Harbour Regulations. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to make Regulations for 
Boats and Catamaransemployed in the Madras Roads, 
with a view to the better preservation of good order, 
the prevention of smuggling, and the general protec- 
tion of life and property, aod whereas certain Rules 
now in force for the Harbour of Madras require 
amendment,— 

It is hereby enacted, that from and after the lat 
doy of January next, no person either as Owner or 
Servant shall use or employ, or be employed in, any 
Boat or Catamaran to carry Passengers, Goods or 
Letters, to or from any Ship or Vessel lying in the 
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of all such Boatmen or other persons as shall be 
employed by such Owner in and about the navigation, 
and managementof euch Boatas particularly as may 


be, and also subseribing to a declaration in) writing

bow on one side and of the quarter on the other, and

And it is hereby enacted, that no Boat or 
Catamaran 0 Jicensed shall leave the shore before 
Gan Fire in the Morning nor after five o'clock in the 
Afternoon, nor shall remain alongside ayy Ship or 
Vessel after 6 o'clock in the Afternoon without eave 
from the Master Attendant or his Deputy, who

X. Anditis hereby enacted, that Grain shall he 
landed within the space between the north augle of the 
Custom House and Clive’s Battery, and ali other 
Goods, exerpting Timber, shall be landed within 
the space between the north angle of the Custom 
House and the south angle of Bentinck’s Build- 
inga, and that Timber may be landed any where 
if the permission of the Collector of Sea Customs 
be first obtained, and if such permission shall not 
have been obtained it shall be landed within the 
apace between the north angle of the Custom Housa 
and Clive’s Buttery, and in case any person shall land 
or be engaged in attempting to land any Goods other- 
wise than as before directed, every such person shall 
he liable to pay on conviction before a Justice of the 
Pence asum not greater than 100 Rupees ae that 
Justice of the Pence shall determine. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that all Vessels 
other than those commonly known as Native Vessels 
or Donies shall anchor in the South Roads the North 
Angle of the Fort being one point, and the Mastet 
Attendant’s Fing-stoff the other, and ail Veasels oom-

Resolution.—The Right Hon'ble the Governor Ge- 
neral in Council resolves that the following Amended 
Draft on the subject be re-published for general in- 
formation: 





Act No, or 1841. 
An Act for amending the Rules of Special Appeals, 


I. Itis hereby enacted, that from and after tho 

& Special Appeal shall lic to the Courts 
of Sudder Dewanny Adawilut at Caleutta and Allaha- 
bad respectively, to the Court of Sudder Adawhut at 
Madras, and to the Court of Sudder Dewanny Adaw- 
Jut at Bombay, from all decisions passed on regular 
Appeals in the Civil Courts subordinate to them res- 
pectively, which shall appear to be inconsistent with 
kone law, or usage having the force of law, or some 
practive of the Courts, or shall involve some question 
of lew, usage, or practice, upon which there may be 
reasonable doubts. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that applications for

V. And it is hereby enacted, that if it shall appoar 
to the Judge that a Speci@! Appeul ia admissible under 
this Act he shall pass an order accordingly, and 
shall at the same time reduce tho point or points to 
be determined to writing in Engtish in the form of 
a Certificate which shall be translated into the verna- 


point or points, certified as above enacted, and no 
other point or part of the case whatever 

VIEL Provided that when the spacial ground of 
Appeal may have been incorrectly or incompletely 
certified, it shall be competent to the Court to amend 
the Certificate. 

IX. And it ia hereby dectared, that the existing 
T.aws and Regulations of the Presidencies of Bengal, 
Madras and BorSbay relating to Special Appeals, 
shall contintte in foree so far ay they are net incon- 
sist€nt with the provisions of this Act. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that nothing eontain= 
ed jn this Act shall affect the hearing of second cr 
Special Appeals which shall have been admitted and 
be pending in Appeal at the time of the passing of 
this Act,’and that all such second or Specis!

Frepp Army Orpers By MAJorn GENERAL BROOKS, 
CoMMANDING THE Forces tn SinvE. 


Camp Sukkyr, 6th December, 1840. 


Major General Brooks has much satisfaction in no- 
tifying to the Troops composing the Field Army, the 
eiynal success which has attended that portion of 
it stationed at Kotra under Lieutenant Colonel 
Marshall. 

The Major General having received authentic in- 
telligence that Nuasseer Khan, with the Garrison of 
Kelat about 4,000 men, had been encamped in a strong 
position in the bills within 8 miles of Kotra, and that 
reinforcements to the extent of many thousands were 
on the road from Thull to join him, directed Lieute- 
nant Smith, 15th Regiment Bengal Native Infantry, 
and Acting A. D. C.to the Major General, to pra- 
cecd express to Lieutenant Colonel Marshall's Camp 
with orders for the Lieutenant Colonel to attack the 
Khan in iis position, Lieutenant Smith left this at 
2 o'clock on the 28th ultimo, and although his pro- 
press was greatly impeded by falling in with a large 
body of the enemy's Cavalry who followed and fired 
on bim for several miles, be aucceeded in reaching 
Lieutenaut Colonel Marshall's Camp on the morning 
of the $0th, completing a march of 150 miles in 38 
hours. The attack was made the following morning 
at daylicht, by Lieutenant Colonel Marshall, at the 
head of 900 Infaatry of the 2d Grenadiers, 21et and 
25th Regiments, Commanded by Captains Boyd, En- 
nis, and Teasdale, with 60 Irregular Horse under Lieu- 
tenant Smith, and two puns under Lieutenant Pruen. 

The enemy were completely surprised. 
Khan with two followers escaped on foot at the first 
alarm, but his Chiefs and followers made a long and 
desperate defence ; nor was it until four of the prin- 
cipal Chiefs and upwards of 500 men were left dead 
on the field, and nearly the whole of the rest put to 
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flight; that the enemy's Chief Commander Meer Bohur 
with his aon, xix other Chiefs and 132 of their bravest 
followers, surrendered themselves prisoners. ‘The whole 
of the enemy's baggage und a large quantity of arms 
fell into our hands. 


The loss on our side, considering the obstinate na- 
ture of the conflict, was wonderfully amall. Lieutenant 
Lodge, 25th Regt., 1 Havildar, and 9 Rank and File 
killed ; 2 Havildars and 28 Rank and File wounded. 


The Major General returns his beat thanks to, and 
sincerely congratulates Lieutenant Colonel Marshall, 
the European and Native Officers, Noa-Commiasioned 
Officers and Privates, on this brilliant achievement. 


The service of Captain Boyd, 2d Grenadiers, Cap- 
tain Ennis, Qtst Regiment, Captain Teaedale of the 
25th Regiment, and Lieutenant. Pruen of the Artil- 
lery, deserve particular praise. and will be brought to 
the notice of Tlis Excellency the Commander in Chief. 
The services of Lieutenant Smith deserves the Major 
General's warmest praise not only for his gallantry in 
the field, which was conspicuous, but for the deter- 
mined perseverance and courage which he displayed 
in pressing on, despite of fatigue, and the dangers 
which surrounded tim in a covntry occupied by the 
enemy, 60 as to deliver his despatches to Colonel 
Marshall in time to enaure the instructions they con- 
tained being carried into effect, before the arrival of

The Fort (mad) mounted on the 
river front 47 Gans; on the left flank 3; a field work 
4; the Cambridge 34; besides 10 mounted ina Junk, 
making altogether 98 Guns. 


The war Junks escaped up the river, where the 
Ships were prevented purauing them, by a strong raft 
placed across the passage. The Guos, and other 
‘gunitions were destroyed. [In thia gallant affair the 
casualties, (conaideriny the opposing force,) are few ; 
1 killed ; 3 dangerously, and 5 slightly, wounded. 


On the morning of the Let Iustant I proceeded up 
‘the river, to join the advanced Squadron, in the 
Madagascar Steamer, taking the transport Sophia in 
tow ; Captain Maitland with the Boats and 100 emall- 
arm men, toyether with the Marines of the Wellesley, 
accompanied me. ‘The Qucen taking the Eagle trans- 
port in tow, on board which Ship I had embarked the 
Marines of the Blenheim, Melville, and Druid, also 
attended by the boats of those Ships, all being armed 
with their Guns aud Howitzers. 


On arriving at Whampoa, [ found from Captain 
Herbert’s report, that the enemy were in considerable 
force at the end of “Junk reach,” having as usual 
sunk several large Junks in the river, and further 
protected theinselvea by a strong double line of stakes 
across it, and large Bamboos and branches of trees 
between them. On the follawing morning I detach- 
ed Commander Belcher, in H. M. S. Sulphur, up 
Junk river to reconnoitre, that Ship being taken in 
tow by three of the Wellesley’s boats, under com- 
mand of Licutenant Symonds, Senior Lieutenant of 
the latter Ship; on rounding a point on the right 
bank, they came in front of a low battery of 25 Guns, 
marked by thick branches of trees which opened 
a heavy fire on them; Lieutenant Symonda instantly 
cut the tow rope, and gallantly dashed into the battery, 
driving the enemy before him, and killing several 
of theis number. The.Sulphur anchored, and some 
shot from her completely routed them from the 
thick underwood in the vicinity, in whieh they hail 
taken shelter, the guns were destroyed, and the maga- 
zine, and other consumable materiel set on fire. The 
nuinber of troops was probably 250, and they were of 
the Chosen Tartars; their loss was about 15 or 20 
killed——oura was one seaman of the Wellesley mor- 
tally wounded, (since dead), and the boats were repeat- 
edly struck by grape shot. 


As soon asa cursory survey of the river was made, 
the Herald, Alligator, Modeste, and Eagle and Sophia 
transports were pushed forward, within gun shot of 
Howqua’s Fort; and thus, for the first time were 
ships seen from the Walls of Canton—on the 2d 
the Cruizer joined me, having on board Major 
General Sir Hugh Gough, who took Cotamand of the 
Land Forces. The Pylades and Conway, also jvoined 
from Chusan, and the two firet named vessels were 
sent in advance—on the 4th, in concert with the 
Major General, an attack was planned for the next 
morning, but on appreacning the Fort was found to 
be abandoned, the British Colors were hoisted; a 
Garrison of the 26th Regiment was placed in it, and a 
Company of Royal Marines, under the command of 
Captain Bllis, R. M., took possession of a large Joss 
‘Honse on the left Bank, (which the enemy were be- 
ginning to fortify) and rendered himeelf secure, while 
the seamen soon removed seme of the stakes and 
other jmpedimenis, and made a clear passage for 
ships. J may here describe the position. 

On..the .cight bank of the river, on the point 
formed:.by. the. mouth of a Creek, (which is a 
boat-possige to Whampoa) was’ Howqua's Fort. 
A «quare, building mounting 390 guna, from the 
Northern angie, the stakes mentioned extended 
to ‘the opposite bank, the ground on each side 
being low Paddy Aeldp, cut.and intersected by Canals 
‘in all. directions.“ The. Joss-house, rather projected 
— into the stream and conarquent¢ wae a good position. 
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The river here is about 500 yards wide: 2,000 yards 
in front is a long low Island, which divides the river 
into two branches, and on the extreme Eustern paiat 
of which stood a Fort, mounting 35 Guns, built to 
commemorate the discomfiture, and death of the 
late Lord Napier; from th® Fort, a line of well- 
constructed and secured rafts, (forming a bridge), 
extended to both sides of the river; on ite right 
bank, flanking Napier’s Fort, and the raft, was 4 
mud battery intended for $5 Guns, on the left was 
a battery, also flanking Napier’s Fort, on which the 
enemy had 44 Guns, mosi of which they withdrew 
on the night of the 4th. In addition to these defences, 
stone Junks were sunk in all parts of the river 
between the stakes and the left of ~ apier’s Fort, 
which raft also rested upon sunken is, secured on 
either side within piles. 

The position seemed formidable, and on the 5th, 
the Major General and myself prepared to attack it. 
He landed at the Joss-house, having with him the 
Royal Marines, and detachment of 26th, for the pur- 
pose of taking the battery on the left bank; the 
ships weighed, and dropped up with the tide ; on the 
approach of the first ship, the enemy fircd all their 
Guns, and fled across the rafts, and in boats. ‘The 
British colors were then hoisted. 

A Paper was issued calling on the people to 
place confidence in us, and to avoid hostile move- 
ments, in which latter case protection was ensured to 
them, At noon the Kwang-Chow-Foo, cr Prefect, 
accoippanied by the Hong merchants, came down, 
and after along discussion with the Plenipotentiary, 
admitted, that Keshen having been degraded, and the 
newly appointed Commissioners not having arrived, 
there was no Government authorized to treat for 
peace, or make any arrangements, they coufeased the 
truth of the reports we had heard, that the greatest 
consternation existed in the city, and that every per. 
yon who could qait it had done so ; in fact, that it was 
at our mercy, and it has so remained, a mouumeut of 
British magnanimity and forbearance; 1 fear, how- 
ever, that the forbearance is misunderstood, and that 
a further punishment must be resorted to before this 
arrogant and pertidious Government is brought to 
reason,

H. M. Plenipotentiary being however desirous to 
try the effect of another Proclamation, aud to show 
his desire for an equitable adjustment of affairs, ad- 
dressed the Major General and myself, requesting 
that we would make nv further movement towards the 
City, until the disposition of the Provincial Govern- 
meut Officers was put to the test, as far as regards 
their non-interference; and we have consequently 
remained in statu quo, but reporta (on which we can 
rely,) are daily reaching us, which state that fire 
vessels are fitting out about 7 miles above Canton: 
Forts, in the rear of the City, in course of erection, and 
the people are forbidden to bring us supplies, while 
the Teas and Silks, and every other valuable, are re- 
moving from it. 


These proceedings, so directly contrary to the 
assurances of pacific intentions, (which they are ever 
ready to deal forth in profusion,) lead me to the con- 
clusion, that we shall have to proceed even at the 
risk of the destruction of the second City of the 
Empire, an event exceedingly likely to oceur frum its 
abandonment by the authorities, and the excesses of 
the lower classes of a community proverbially bad. 
The responsibility must, however, rest on tho heads 
of those authorities. 


J this day returned to Wangtong, accompanied by 
the Major Gencral, in order that the arrangements in 
that garrisou may be carried out, and plans devised 
for our further operations.

My Lorp,—In continuation of my letter of the 
10th Instant, I have the satisfaction to inform your 
Lordship that on the 15th, I received areport from 
Captain Herbert of Her Majesty’s Ship ‘ Calliope,” 
detailing a well executed attack on the only remnaia- 
ing Fort protecting the approaches tothe City of Can- 
ton. Thies Fort is situate about 10 miles trom the 


14 guns and 6 ginjalls. Abreast of these (which they 
flanked) the river was strongly staked across, through 
the centre of which the fast Junk had passed, and tl.e 
opening again secured. ‘The enemy inuncdiakly 
commenced firing from the fort and Junks, which was 
replied to by the “ Nemesis” with good effect, whiie 
the boats opened a passage through the stakes, and 
dashed on to the attack of Hochang, and the Junks ; 
the former was secured by wading the ditch and en- 
tering the embrasures, and the latter, seeing the fall 
of the fort, became so panic-astricken, that on the ap- 
proach of the boats seven got ou shore, their crew: 
jumping overboard immediately they grounded, two 


anchorage at Whampoa, up a narrow and intricate Junks alone escaping. Lieutenant Lower in pushing 


Channel which ends in the Broadway, or Macao! 
passage from Canton. The attack commenced about | 
5y. mM, from the “ Modeste,” and “ Madagascar,” 
steamer, with the Boats of the Squadron, and in half 
an hour the works were in our possession, the Chinese 
keeping up a well directed fire until the Boats’ Crewa 
were in the act of scaling the Walls, when they gave 
way and fled in all directions. They were devoting 
their whole attention to the strengthening of the de- 
fenees of this post and had rendered it one of .the' 
most formidable which had been encountered ; I am 
therefore happy that it isin our hands; the loss of 
the Chinese is not correctly known; many were 
found dead in the Fort—our own casualties do not 
amount to more than three wounded. 

The zealous desire of every Officer and man in 
the Squadron to seek occasions in which to distinguish 
themselves, has led to the performance of various 
well executed services ; amongst them is the forcing 
the inner passage from Macao to Whampoa, which 
was deemed by the Chincse impenetrable to Fo- 
reigners. Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary having re- 
presented to the Senior Officer in Macao Roads the 
great advantages likely to accrue by this step, his 
viewa were at once acceded to by Captain Scott, and 
preparations made for carrying it into effect. At 
3 a.M.onthe 13th the “ Nemesis” with the Boats of 
the “ Samarang” in tow weighed from Macao Roads, 
and proceeded over the flats between I'wee-lieu-shaw, 
and ‘Toi-koke-tow Islands to the Broadway river, at 
& A.M. they came in eight of Motao Fort, and the 
Steamer having taken up an enfilading positicn, where 
not agun of the enemy could bear upon her, opened 
her fire, whilst the boats proceeded to the attack ; on 
their approach the Chinese abandoned the place ; 
thirteen guns were found mounted which were com- 
pletely destroyed, the buildings set fire to, and a train 
laid to the Magazine, which exoloded before the 
boats returned to the ‘“‘ Nemesis.” On reaching Point 
How—Hoak-Tow the river is divided into two Chan- 
nels, thatto the right takes a sudden sharp turu and 
becomes very contracted in its breadth, here they 
discovered J'ai-yat-kok, a fleld battery (very recently 
constructed) of 14 Guns very strongly posted, ona 
rising ground, situated on the left bank of the river 
(surrounded by overflowed paddy fields) which enfiladed 
the whole line of the reach leading up to it; as the 
Steamer appeared round the Point, the Enemy open- 
ed an animated fire upon her, which was smartly kept 
up, it was most effectually returned by the two Guns 
from the “ Nemesis’ which vesse) threw her shot, 
shells and rockets admirably; the boats advanced 
under the slight cover of the bank, but before a land- 
ing could be effected on their flank, they abandoned 
the Guns, when possession of the work was taken by a 
narrow pathway which could only be passed in single 
files; the Guns were destroyed and the buildings and 
materiel consigned to the flames and blown up ; 
meanwhile a detachment of the boats had gone over to 
the opposite side ofthe river, and destroyed a Military 
Station or Depdt. At noon 9 War Junks were. seen 
over the land, and chase immediately given.- On en-. 
tering the reach in which they were, Captain S¢oit: 
observed on the right bank of the river a new battery, 
scarcely finished, with 10 embrasures, but ‘withéat: 
guns, and Hochang Fort close to it, well built pf gra 
nite, sufcounded by a wet ditch, and mountlas

to cut them oft, discovered Fiesha-kok on the left 
bank of the river, within 100 yards of the advanced 
Junk aground, which fort swounting 7 guns, 
opened a heavy fire of grape upon him; observing that 
the Junks were abandoned by their crews, he turned 
all his attention to his new opponents, whom he drove 
out of their strong hold by passing through the adjoin- 
ing town and taking them in reverse. 

Iu the meantime Mr. Hall dexterously managed in 
getting his vessel through the centre passage of the 
stakes, which fortunately was just sufficiently wide to 
adinit of her passing. At 2-30, the boats returned to 
the Steamer after having destroyed all the guns and 
set fire to Fiesha-kok Fort, andthe 7 war Junks, 
which all blew up within a quarter of an hour; chase 
to the two escaped Juoks re-commenced, during which 
they pagsed two «dismantled forte; at 4 P.M. they 
arrived off the large provincial Town of Hiangshan, 
one of the large war Junks preceding them ohou! a 
mile, the dense population thickly crowded the Banks, 
Boats, Junks, House-tops, the larga Pagoda, and 
surrounding Hills; both sides of the River were 
packed by the trading craft of the country in the 
closest possible order, the centre of the river (which 
is very narrow here) having merely sufficient space to 
allow the Steamer'’s paddle boxes to pass clear of the 
Junks moored to its banks ; not the slightest fear was 
manifested by the people, -bnt several Mandarins 
took to their Boatea and followed the War Junks, 
which were closed eo rapidly that one of them 
ran on shore, the Crew jumping overboard ; the 
steamer brought up abreast of her and destroyed 
her; while thus employed, the fort of Sheang-chap, 
within 200 yards, (but hidden by some inter 
vening trees) opened ite fire, which was instantly 
returned, and the boats with the Marines of the “ Sa- 
marang” stormed it, its 8 Guns were destroyed ; a 
number of Chinese Troops coming down towards the 
fort made it necessary to fire two or three shot, which, 
going directly in the midst of the body, acattered aud 
dispersed them in an instant. At 6 p.m. the Junk 
and fort were fired, and the steamer passed on into & 
narrow shallow Channel, scarcely more than the 
breadth of a Canal, when she anchored head and stern 
for the night. 

At daylight on the morning of the 14th, they weigh- 
ed and proceeded up the river in the steamer’s draught 
of water, and not broader than her own length ground- 
ing occasionally on both sides, at 7-50 arrived at the 
large village of Hong-how, with a fort of the same 
name at the upper part, which flanked a strong and 
broad line of stakes twenfy feet wide, completely across 
the river, filled up in the centre by large suoken junks 
laden with stones ; on discovering the fort the Netvesls 
opened fire, which was instantly returned by the 
Enemy ; aein all the preceding actions they fled the 
moment the boate lauded to attack them ; they had 
evidently expacted to be assailed on the opposite side 
to that by which the “ Nemesis’ approached, the walls 
being piled up with sandbags outside in that direc- 
tion; nine guns were destroyed -here and the fort 
blown up; after. the “ Nemesis’ ‘had -made good her 

sesage. through the. stakes, which was effeated-after 
our hours’ jncessent.-hard:leboar, aesinted by the 
natives, who flotked..an ‘board-and around = in great 
ring. ‘healt comsed, all  appargitiy 
ing'the- stakes. = 





At 4p. om. they arrived off a Military station, a shot 
was fired into the principal building, which drove out 


the garrison who had screened themselves in it; the. 


boats were then sent on shore and the whole establiah- 
ment, together with a Mandarin boat, mounting one 
nine pounder and two ginjalls, were destroyed, and 
at six the Steamer anchored for the night, 

At daglight on the 15th the ‘* Nemesis” continued 
her course upwards, and at 7-30 arrived off the large 
village Zamchow, under the banke of which a number 
of soldiers with matchlocks were descried endeavour- 
ing to conceal themselves, upon whoma fire of musket- 
ry was opened, which dispersed all those who were 
unliurt in less than a minute. 

On moving up to Tsgnei, a large town on the left 
bank of the river, three forte were passed, all dis- 
mantled and abandoned, the Custom House of the lat- 
ter place waa destroyed as wellas a War Junk mount- 
ing seven guns, which the crew had quitted on the ap- 
proach of the steamer. On proceeding up to Wham- 
poa, three more dismantled forts were observed, and 


at4p.m.the “ Nemesis’ came to in that anchorage | 


having (in conjunction with the boats) destroyed five 
Forts, one Battery,two Military Stations, and nine War 
Junks, io which were 115 Guns and 8 Ginjualls, thus 
proving. to the enemy that the British flag can be dis- 
played throughout their inner waters wherever and 
whenever it is thought proper by us, against any de- 
fence or mode they may adupt to prevent it. This ser- 
vice has been performed without the loss of a single 
MAD. QM OMT sides ausonly three seamen slightly wound- 
ed belonging to H. M. Ship “ Samarang.” The 
greatest praise is due to Mr. W. H. Hall, R. N., Com- 
mander of the ‘* Nemesis” for the cool, unwearied, and 
zealqua performance of his duties (under circumstances 
of frequent danger and difficulty) at all times, more 
especially in thus traversing a navigation never before 
. passed by a European boat or vessel. 

On the 19th I was gratified by receiving a report 
from Captain Herbert of Her Majesty's Ship “ Cal- 
liope,” Commanding the advanced Squadron, detail- 
ing the various operations of that force in the attack 
and capture of the Forts, defencea, and flotilla off 
Canton, and tho hoisting the Union Jack on the Walls 
of the British Factory: the guns of the Squadron 
Commanding all the approaches to the City froin 
the Western and Southern branches of the river, 
thos placing in our power the great provincial Capital. 

This was brought about by the Chinese having 
fired upon a Alag of truce, sent with a chop to the 
Linperial Commissioner at the desire of His Excel- 
lenoy the Plenipotentiary. The flotilla of boats of 
the Squadron formed into four divisions under the 
Command of Captains Bourchier and Bethune, of 
“ Blonds” and “ Conway ;’ every areaieeinent hav-

for the firat time in the history of China, have ships 
been brought under the very walls of Canton, and by 
channels and branches on which a foreign ship never 
before floated. I believe the Chinese were not ac- 
quainted with the capabilities of their splendid river ; 
assureilly they had no idea sthat the Second City in 
the empire could be assailed by Ships of War on its 
waters; I trust that the fact will have its due influ- 
ence on the authorities, and I have no doubt 
that the forbearance displayed towards a city so 
completely at our mercy as this is, will be ap- 
preciated by the better classes of the community 
who have every thing te iose, and the benevolence of 
the British character more fully understood than it 
ever yet has been in this country. 

The gratifying spectacle of our ships in this pasi- 
tion is solely attributable to the unwearied exertions 
of the Captains, Officers, and Men, belonging to them, 
in sounding the various inlets through which they 
passe, not asingle Chinese Pilot having been em- 
ployed throughout. 

Ta conelusion, we may on this, ason former occa- 


siona, congratulate ourselves on this service having 


been performed without any loss of life on our side, 
and only 7 wounded (severely) amongst whom is that 
gallant Otfieer Lieutenant Stransham, Royal Marines, 
of H. M. S. “ Calliope,” Acting Brigade Major.

The report from Captain Herbert of H. M.S. 
‘ Calliope” to His Excellency Sir Gordon Bremer, re- 
ferred to in the preceding despatch, is anuexed:

This day the furee enumerated below, under my 
a orders, carried and destroyed 
Videsubjoined List. in succession all the Paitin 
the advance and before Canton, taking, cinking, buru- 
ing, or dispersing the Enemy's Flotilla, and huisted the 
Union Jack on the Walls of the British Factory, tie 
Guns of the Squadron commanding all the approaches 
to the City from the Western and Southern branches 
of the River, thus placing in our power the great 
Provincial Capital, containing upwards of one million 
of inhabitants. 


I found myself forced to make this attack without 
your instructions for the reasons so strongly expressed 
in Her Majesty's sae a set aaa 

osed, considering it my dut 
17th March, 1841. ¢, regent with all the raiahe 
titude in my power the insultoffered the day before 
to the Fiag of Truce sent with a Chop to the Imperial 
Commissioner, at the desire of His Excellency. 

I forward the accompanying sketch, placing you in 
more immediate possession of the line of concentration 
which led to such an immediate result. In detailing 
the operations of the day. 1 feel myself inade- 
quate to do justice tothe gallant Officers aud men 
employed og thie ocgasicn. 

‘The Flotilla of boats formed into 4 Divisions, was 
under the command of Captain Bourchier of the 
st Blonde,” Captain Bethune of the “ Conway assist- 
Diviaions under the immediate charge of

' Coulson of the Blonde. Her Majeaty's Sloop tyacinth 


‘to whom too much praise cannot be given for the 
exertion displayed by Commander {Vvarran, his 


Officers and crew in getting her through the intricate 
and dificult passes of the river, piloted by Com- 
mander Beleher, to be in readiness for operation) and 
a division of Bouts under the command of these 
Officers were placed at the Southern entrance of tho 
Raver, TecOMMUNICALNE wich the Main Stream at 
Vatee, to meet any retrograde movement of the 
pumerous Flotilla that had taken part in the aggres- 
sion on the 16th instant. 

Every arrangement having been completed and 
understood, the whole forge moved in advance about 
noon, the vessels, Narines, and three divisions of boats 
fromthe Northward of the Mucao Fort and within 
gun shot of the enemy's advance Batteries, engaging 
then for about two hours and a half, when all opposi- 
tion Ceased, and the Factory within the defences were 
taken possession of.

Deniel, Hewitt, Marriot and Polkinghorne, were as 
usual conspicuous for their gallant, steady, soldierly 
bearing. T bave however to regret that Lieutenant 
Strausham, in exerting bimself to destroy the works, was 

suddenly exposed toa heavy cxplosion, by which hehas 
been considerably burned, but continues at his post ; 
to Lieutenants Kellett and Collinson, and Mr. Brown, 
Master of the Calliope, every favorable consideration 
in due, for having made themselves particulatly oseful 
is sounding, and afterwards conducting yeveral Mcu of 
War safely to an anchorage off the city of Canton—in- 
deed my sincere gratitude is due to every offic-r, eea- 
man and marine employed on this service for their 


zeal and spirited conduct, from which it is to be- 


hoped the most beneficial results will ensue.

From the various reports brought in, we have been 
able to ascertain that tlie enemy's loss hus been about 
400 men.

Commodore and Captain Herbert, when we found it 
had been abandoned. [had it immediately occupied 
by the Detachments of HH.

26th and 49th Regts. under Major Pratt and 
the Royal Marines of the fleet under Captain Ellis, 
the light Squadron and the Flotilla getting under 
weigh at the same time.

7. The left column, towed by the Nemesis, from 
the difficulties of the passage, with euch a fleet of craft 
as she had in tow, did not reach the Sulphur until dusk, 
which vessel Captain Belcher had judiciously anchor- 
ed close to the village of Tsing-hae, the point of 
debarkation about five miles by the river line above 
the Factories. I could therefore only land the 49th 
Regiment, with which corps I made 8 reconnoissance 
to some distance, meeting a few straggling parties of 
the enemy. After placing the picquets, the Corps 
fell back on the village of Tsing-hae to protect and 
cover the Janding of the guns, which was effected 
during the night by the zealous efforts of the Artil- 
Jery. The following morning, the remainder of the 
column landed, and the whule proceeded soon after 
davlight. 

8 Theheights to the North of Canton, crowned 
by four strang Forts, and the City walls, which run 
over the southern extremity of these heights, iaclud- 
ing one elevated point, appeared to be about three 
miles and a half distant; the intermediate ground, 
undulating much, and iutersected by hollows under 
wet paddy cultivation, enabled me to take up succes- 
sive positions, until we approached within range of 
the Forte on the heights and the Northern face of the 
City walls. I had to wait here some time, placing the 
men under cover, to bring up the Rocket Battery and 
Artillery. 


.9 I have already informed your Lordship that 
I was totally unacquainted with the country whieb 1 


had to pass over, the amount of the Enemy's force, 


orthe difficulties that might present themselves at 
every step; but I bad the proud consclousness of 
feeling that your Lordship had placed under mea 
band, whom no disparity of numbers could dishearten, 
and no difficulty could check.

10. Having at 8 o'clock got up the Rockct Bat- 
tery, withtwo 54-inch mortars, two 12-pounder howitzers 
and two 9-pounder guns, a well-directed fite was kept 
up on the two Western forts, which bad muci: an- 
noyed us by a heavy fire. I now made the dispo- 
sition for attack in Echellon of colnmna from the left, 
and directed the 49th Regiment to carry a hill on the 
left of the nearest. Eastern Fort, supported by tha 
87th Madras Native Iufantry and Bengal Volunteers, 
under Lieut. Col. Morris of the 49th Regt. The 
18th Royal Irish, supported by the Royal Marings: 
under Major General Burrell, I directed to carry 
hill to their front, which was strongly occupied 
and flanked the approach to the Fort just men- 
tioned. This movement was to cut off the commnu- 
nication between the two Lxwstern Forts, and cover 
the advance of the 49th in thei gttack and storm 
of the nearest.

mated attack. Every individual, Native as well a: 
European, steadily and gallantly did his duty. The 
18th and 49th were emaulous which should first reach 
their appuinted goals; but, under the impulse of this 
feeling, they did not lose sight of that discipline which 
could alone insure success. The advance of the 37th 
M. N. I. and Bengal Volunteers, in support, was 
equally praiseworthy. 

13. The Meult of this combined movement was 
that the two Forts were captured with comparatively 
ainail loss, and that, in little more than half an hour 
after the order to advance was given, the British 
Troops looked down on Canton within 100 paces of 
its walls. 

14. The well-directed fire of the Artillery in the 
centre was highly creditable, and did graat execution. 

15. In co-opemtion with these attacks, I wituess- 
ed with no ordinary gratification, the noble rush of the 
Brigade of Seamen under their gallant leader, Cap- 
taio Bourchier, exposed to aheavy fice from the whole 
of the north-western rampart. This right attack was 
equally successful, and here also the British Standard 
proudly waved on the two western Forts, while the 
Britiah Tara looked down upon the north-western face 
of the city and ite suburb. 

16. During the greater part of the day, a ver 
spirited fire from heavy pieces of Ordnance, Ging 
and Matchlocka, was kept up on the different columns, 
occupying the heights and forts. 


17. Astrongly entredched camp of considerable 
extent, occupied apparently by about four thousand 
men, lay to the N. East of the City upon rising grount, 
separated by a tract of paddy land from the base 0 
the heights.

high, from 28 to 30 feet, but I hoped by the concen- 
trated fire of the guys to have reduced an exceedingly 
high and apparently slight parapet.

A Mania- 
rin stated that they wished for peace. I had it ex- 
plained that, as General Commanding the British, I 
would treat with none but the G@peral Commanding 
the Chinese troops—that we came before Canton 
much against the wishes of the British nation, bnt 
that repeated insults and breaches of faith had com- 
pelled us to make the present movement, and that I 
would cease from hostilities for two hours to enable 
their General to meet me and Sir Le Fleming Sen- 
houee, who kindly accompanied me throughout the 
whole operation, and to whoee judicious arrangements 
and.abeensing exertions for the furtherance of the 
united services (and I am proud to say they are united 
in hand and heart,) 1 cannot too strongly express my 
sense of obligation. I furtber explained that Captain 
Elliot, Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary, was with the 
advanced Squadron to the South of the City, and that 
sf I did not receive a communication from him, or had 
not a satisfactory interview with the General, I should, 
at the termination of the two hours, order the white

‘27. The ground was pecoliirly fvorable for these 
several attacks, and for the effective fire of the cover- 
ing narties without a chance of injuring the aseailants. 
The heights which we occupied are from 90 to 250 
p ces from the city wall, with a precipitous glen in- 
tervening. Ona making ao lodgement on the walls, each 
column was to communicate with and eupport that on 
its inner flank, and when united, to make a rush for 
the fortified hill within the wails, on which the Artil- 
lery was directed to play from the moment the ad- 
vance was sounded. I directed Captain Knowles to as~ 
certain, as far as practicable, by the fire of heavy 
rockets and shells, whether it was mined, which alone 
J apprehended—the Chinese usually forming their 
mines so as fo make them liable to explosion by such 
means. 

28. The flags of Truce still appeared upon the 
walls ot day-lighton the 27th, asd at quarter past six 
o'clock I was on the point of sending the Interpre- 
ter to explain that I could not respect such a diaplay, 
after my flag had been taken down, and should at 
once resume hostilities. Atthia moment, an Officer 
of the Royal Navy, who had been travelling all night, 
having missed his way, handed me the accompaning 
letter fron’ H. M.'s Plenipotentiary. Whatever might 
be any sentiments, my duty was to acquiesce—the at- 
tack, which was to have commenced in 45 minntes, 
was countermanded, and the feelings of the Chinese 
were spared. Of the policy of the measure, J do not 
conaider myself a competent judge: but I say feel- 
ings, as 1 would have been responsible that Canton 
should be equally spared, with exception of its de- 
fences, and that nut a soldier should have entered the 
Town further than the fortified heights withia ite 
walls. 

99. At10 o'clock, Yang, the Tartar General, re- 
quested a conference, when Sir Le Fleming Senhouse 
accompanied ine, and a long and uninteresting parley 
evsued, in which | explained that H. M. Plenipoten- 
tiary having resumed negotiations with the local au- 
thoritics, I should await a further communication fron 
him. At12, Capt. Elliot arrived in camp, and all 
further active operations ceased. 


80. The following day at 12, in a conference with 
the Kwang-chow-Foo, under the walls, every arrange- 
ment was made for the evacuation of the city by as 
large a portion ofthe Tartar troops as\could be got 
ready, andJ permitted a Mandarin of rank to pase 


through mv lines to prgenre quarters for them, I 
was now given to understand that the foree amount. 


ed fo 45,000 aneb fram other Pravinees, exelusive of | 


the Troops belonging tp the Quang tung Provinee. 
At the request of Capfain Jilliot, T acquiesced in’ the 
former passing out of tik N. E. cate to the left of my 
position, and permitted them to carry away their arms 
and baggage, on condition that no banner should be 
displayed or music sounded. 

$1. About 12, the following day, I perceived num- 
bers of men, apparently irregulars, and armed for the 
most part with long spears, shields and swords, ool- 
Jecting upon the heights, 8 or 4 miles to my rear. 
As they continued rapidly to increase, detaching bodiea 
to their front, I directed General Burrell to take 
chagge of our position, and hold every man ready 
in Case a sortie or other act of treachery under cover 
of wflag of Truce should be intended; and [I ad 
vanced with a wing of the 26th, {which Corps I had 
withdrawn two days previously from the Factories,) 
3 Companies of the 49th, the 37th Madars N. L, 
and the Company of Bengal Volunteers, supported 
by the Royal Marines. The two latter Corps] kept 
in reserve, ready to return, and act on the flank, 
should an attack be made on our position fram the 
Town. When J descended the heights, about 4,000 
nen appeared in my front. J direrted the wing of 
the 26th, under Major Pratt, supported by the 37th 
M.N.I. to advance and drive them from rather a 
strong position they had taken up behind an embank- 
ment along the bed of a stream. This duty the 36th 
and 37th, performed most ereditably, aud as the 
Chinese made a rally at what appeared to be a Mili- 
tury post in my front, I directed that it shoald be 
destroyed, which was instantly effected by the 26th, 
and a magazine, unexpectedly found in the village, 
blown up. These duties having been performed 
without the loss of a man, the Chinese throwing 
away their spears, and flying the moment a fire was 
opened upon them, | directed the 49th Royal 
Marines and Bengal Volunteers to fall back on our 
position, and remain with the wing of the 26th 
and 37th M. N. 7, (abeut 250 men) to watch the 
movements of the Chinese, who had retreated to a 
rauge uf heights in my front, having no banners, and 
apparently bunt few matchlocks amongst them. 
Within two hours however, from 7 to 8,000 men 
had colleeted and = displayed numerous banners, 
When I first moved, Dbad ordered Captain Knowles, 
ofthe Royal Artillery, to bring out a few rockets, 
but our advance was eo rapid that he did not get 
them up, watil after the repuise of the first body. 

82. Atihis moment, the heat of the sun was 
hardly suppertable, and both Officers and meu 
were greatly exhansted. I imust here state, 
apd with sincere sorrow, that Major Becher, 
Deputy Quarter Master General, a@ most estimable 
and willing Officer, whose services throughout the 
previous operations were as creditable to him, as they 
were ratisfactury to me, fell by my side from over- 
exertion, and expired within a few minutes. My

34. The thunder storm was now most awful, and 
finding that aa our men advanceci, the Chinese retired, 
I considered that it would be injcdicious to follow them 
further, and directed the whole to fall back. The rain 
continued to fall in torrents, and most of the fire locks 
had got wet ;atone time the 26th had been unable to fire a 
single musket, this emboldened the Chinese who, in 
many instances, attacked our men hand to hand, and 
the 26th had frequently to charge bodies that advanced 


close to them. 


35. Asthe Chinese, even in this mode of warfare» 
could make no impression, they retreated, and the 26th 
and 37th M. N. J. and Bengal Volunteers fell back. 
Understanding trom Capt. Daff that his detached eom- 
pany was with the 26th, I directed the whole, after a 
short halt, to return to our position, and was exceed 
ingly annoyed. on the force concentrating, to find that 
the detached Company, under Lieut. Hadtield, had 
never joined the 26th. [ immediately ordered two Com- 
pantes of Marines with the percussion locks to retarn 
with Capt. Duff to the scene of this day’s contest. It 
gives meno ordinary gratifteation te say thata titele 
after dusk, they found Lieut. Hadfield witb bie gallant 
company in square surrounded by some thousand 
Chinese, who, asthe 37th firelock« would not go off, 
had approached ele to them.

1 therefore ordered the wing of the 26th, 
the other wing had been left at (—sing-hae) to keep up 
the communication with the rear, anda wing of the 
49th with the 37th M. N. I. and the Royal Marines 
to be prepared to disperse the assailants.

38.° Captain Moore, of the 34th Bengal N. I.

‘This Officer had accompanied 
mo as one of my persunal Staff throughout all 
the operations, and he and Major Wilson, Pay 
Master to the Expedition, who kindly volunteered 
to act in the some capacity, had by their zealous 
service been most useful to me ina country, where 
all my orders wereto be conveyed by Officers on foot 
through an intricate line of comiunication. Captain 
Moore was quite successful, as the whole body in- 
stantly retreated and entirely dispersed, as soon as 
be and the Mandarin had made kuown to the lead- 
ers the object of their coming. 

39. Finding that five millions of Dollars had 
been paid, and that H. M. Plenipotentiary was per- 
fectly satisfied with the security for payment of the 
remaining million forthe ransom of Canton, that up- 
wards ot 14,500 Tartu: troops had marched out 
of the Town under the terms of the Treaty 
without colors or banners flying, or music beating, 
that 3,000 had gone by water, and that the re- 
mainder were prepared to follow, when carriage 
was provided, f acceded to thg wish of LH. 
M. Plenipotentiary to embark thé Troops, the 
Chinese furnishing me with 800 cuolies to convey 
my guns and ammunition. These coolies being fur- 
nished soon after day light on the Istinstant, [ sent 
all tie guns and stores to the rear covered by the 
26th Royal Marines, 37th M.N.1., and Bengal 
Volenteers, and at 12 o’clock the British flag was 
lowered in the four Forts, and the troops and Brigade 
of Seamen marched out and returned to Tsing-hae, 

49. By the excolieut arrangements and under 
the active superintendence of Captain Bourchier of 
H.M.S8. Blonde, and Captain Maitland of H. M.S. 
Wellestey, the whole were re-embarked by 3 o'clock, 
without leaving a man of the Arniy or Navy ora

To Captain Knowles of the Royal Artillery, 
Senior Ofliver of that arm, my best thanks are due 
for his valuable services. Lieat. the Honble R. C. 
Spenser, with the detachment of Royal Artillery, 
well supported the high character of that distin- 
guished Corps. ‘The zeal of Capt. Anstruther, com- 
manding the Madras Artillery, was indefatigable, 
as were the efforts of every individual of that valu- 
able body in bringing up the guns and ammuni- 
tion. 

To Captain Cottan, Field Engineer, I feel under 
the greatest obligations, and [ experienced the 
most ready support from every Officer under 
lim.

British troops to remain in their actual 
positions till the whole sum be paid; no additional 
preparations on either side: but all British troops 
and Ships of War to return without the Bocca 
Tigris as soon asthe whole be paid. Wangtong 
also to be evacuated, but not to be re-armed by the 
Chinese Government, till all the diffculties are 
adjusted between the two Governments. 

4th. The loss ocoasioned by the burning of the 
Spanish Brig Bilbaino, and all losses occasioned 
by the destruction of the Factories, to be paid withis 
ono week.

I closed my former Ictter with the details of our 
proceedings up to the moment the Expedition was 
about to leave Hong Kong for Canton. Ihave now 
the gratification to enter upon the detaila ofa eu eces- 
sion of operations, highly honorable I trust to Her 
Majesty's Arme, and by which the large and popu- 
lous City ef Canton has been laid in complete sub- 
mission at the feet of the Queen's Forces. 


No overt act of hostility had taken place up to the 
2ist May, except remounting the gana in the Shamien 
battery, but the Chinese appear to have been perfectly 
ready for attack. All remained quiet in the river 
until about 11 o'clock pP. M., when an attempt was 
made with fire rafta to burn the advanced vessels. 
This attack not only totally failed but was followed 
up by agailant attack on the Shamien battery, and 
the silencing of it by the vessela of the squedron, 
under the immediate superintendence of Captain Her- 
bert of the ‘ Colliope,” and the destruction of a large 
fiutilla of fire vessels, which the Chinese had been pre- 
paring and had hrovght out of the branekh of the river 
which leads north of the town. About the same time, 
though later in the night, the ‘* Alligator” was attack- 
ed off Howgua’s Fort; and to show how necessary it 
waa to have been always on our gnard, the fire junks 
came up with the flood tide in u direetion with the 
Merchant vessels at Whampoa, where ail seemed to 
sleep in security.

Six,—In pursuance of your directions I proceeded 
up the Creek on the Western side of Canton in order to 
examine the nature of the country, our force consist- 
ing of the Druid’s Launch, Lieutenant Goldsmith (Ist 
Lieutenant of that ship) Sulphur’s Pinnace, and two 
Cutters, Modeste, Pylades and Algerine’s Cutters, 
Starling’s Cutter, and my Gig, the two first-named 
boats carrying guns,

On approaching Neishang, where the bocts of the 
Squadron were yeaterday engaged, [ observed the 
“ fast boats” of the enemy collected im great numbers, 
part retreated by a creek to the left, bat shortly after 
returned and manifested a disposition to impede our 
progress, by firing guns and drawing up across the 
creek. Qur advance, and notice of. our determination 
by a round from each of the boata carrying guns, pat 
them to flight, and ina very short period 13 fast boats, 
5 War Junks and smal! craft collected, amounting to 
28 in all, were in flames. Fire rafts were in readiness, 
ou the banks of the creek, but too. well secured by 
chains, and therefore beyond our ability to destroy dur- 
ing our short stay. 


The whole force behaved with their usual gallantry, 
and the Commander of the Division under my direction 
(Lieutenant Goldsmith) afforded me that steady de- 
termined support, which «so particularly distinguishes 
him, aud which caused me to ask yuu for his co-opera- 
tion. 


The enemy being posted in force on a hill above 
us, prevented me, in obedience to your orders, from 
exposing my small party by an attempt to dislodge 
them.

From that examination I-am happy to scquaitt 
you that landing on solid ground is perfectly prac- 
ticable.

will not meet with an extraordinary difficulty. 


On my return I landed at the Mandarin temple 
at I'singpoo, where 1 found sand bags and 5 small 
guns which were spiked and thrown into the sea. 
This temple, with other large commodious buildings, 
will afford ample quarters for the troops which may 
first be landed. 


No casualties whatever occurred. 1] brought out 
with me one large fast boat of 60 oars, the boat from 
which the Madarin escaped; and in pursuance 
of your separate orders collected vessels for the con- 
veyance of 2000 soldiers.

The arsenal being secured, I reconnoitred the line

I. therefore lost no 
time in ordering the other sloops down, and at the 
fame time put myself in communication with Major 
Pratt, commanding H. M. 26th in the Factory.

éeet of her accomplishing the passage, J fitted shell 
fine in three of the captured War Junks. 


Captain Eyres having suaceeded by great exertion 
in getting his Vessel over the bar, I this morning 
moved her, Algerine, and the Gun Junks on the 
French ort, the enemy deserted the upper defencen, 
and about 9 A.M. opened their fire from the Fort, 
which was speedily silenced; I then cleared the 
Beach by a few well directed broadsides, and made 
the signal to advance. Captain Bethune immediately 
Janded on shore with the storming party and the 
Fort was cartied io the most gallant style; the whole 
Jine of defence extended about 2 miles from the 
Fuctory, which, with the exception of the French 
Fort, had been lately constructed in the strongest 
Inanner, has been destroyed, and commupication is 
opened with the Ships at Napier’s Fort.

J have the honor to acquaint you that 
immediately on the receipt of your letter of the 24th 
instant, 1] weighed with. the advanced Squadron and 
ordered Her Majesty's Sloop “ Mimrod” to attack the 
Samien Fort on the West end of ghe suburbs, support- 
ed by Her Majesty's Sloop “ Pyludes”. Her Ma- 
jesty’s Sloop under my command being placed abreast 
of the Luglish Factory to silence and dislodge any 
troops that might be there, and also with a view of 
covering the landing of Her Majesty's 26th Regiment. 
Her Majesty's Sloops “ Modeste,” “ Cruizer” and 
“ Columbine’ taking up a position to attack the 
Mutch Folly Fort and to enflade the line of batteries, 
lately thrown up in front of the City to the East. 
ward of that Fort. On the Ships taking up 
their position three fire vesselk were sent adrift, 
and although the tide was running very atrong 
by timely despatch of boats they were enabled to 
clear the ships and tuw three on shore aud set fire 
to the suburbs. 

In the performance of this service they opened their 
fire on the boats and shipping. In half an hour the 
enemy were completely silenced to the Eastward of the 
Datch Folly Fort. After reconnoitring the Factory and 
finding it quite deserted, I immediately ordered the 
preconcerted signal for Her Majesty's Brig “ Al- 
gerine,” aud “ Atalanta” Steamer to approach with 
Her Majestys 26th Regiment, when they land- 
ed and took possession of the Factory without 
the slightest casualty. Thisservice being completed, 
] ordered Lieutenant Mason, commanding Her Ma- 
jesty’s Brig Algerine, to proceed to attack a fort to 
the Eastward which 1 feel much pleasure in report- 
ing to you was done in’a particularly spirited and 
gallant style by that Officer, but perceiving the 
firing to be soheavy from the Forts, I ordered the 

touts of Hor Majesty’s Ships to her support.— Her 
Majesty's Sloop ‘* Alyacinth’s,” under Lieutenant 
Stewart, and Mr. Peter Barclay Matic; ‘* Mo- 
deste’s,” Mr. Fitegerald Mate; ‘* Cruizor’s ;”

My Lorv——-I am happy to be enabled to report to 
your Lordship the complete success of the operations 
against Amuy with very trifling loss—my anticipations 
in regard to the preparations of the Enemy have been 
fully realized, but I did notcalculate on so feeble a 

e. 
eo Tie Expedition left Hong-Kong Harbour on 
Saturday, the 2tet August, but, in consequence of 
ight winds, the fget.did not clear the Lemma passage 
until Monday the 23u, and on the eveningof the 25th, 
we arrived in the outward anchorage of Amoy, a few 
shots only having, been fired, us we Were running 
through a chain of islands, which form the mouth 
of this anchorage, and most of which the Chinese had 
fortified. As it was blowing very fresh, [ could ndt 
get on board the flog ship until the following morning, 
when I accompanied their Excellencies oir Henry 
Pottinger and Admiral Sir Wiliam Parker, in the 
Phiegethon Sigamor, to reconnoitre the defences, with 
Rn view to the Sebditbacement of immediate operations. 
The Enemy allowed us to do 80 without firing a shot, 
aud the plan of attack was at once decided upon, a 
summons having been previously aent in, requiring 
the aurrender of the Town and Island of Ampoy to

Sux The Enemy's defences were evidently of great 
strength, andthe country by nature dificult of access. 
Every jaland, every projecting headland, from whence 








guna could bear upon the harbour, was occupied and 
strongly armed. Commencing from the point of 
entrance into the inner harbour on the Amoy side, 
the principal sea-line of defence, after a succession of 
batteries and bastions in front of the outer-Lown, ¢x- 
tended for upwards of a mile in one continuous battery 
of stone with embrasures roofed by large slabs thick- 
ly covered with clodsa of earth, so as tu form a sort 
of cisementzaend afford perfect shelter to the men ia 
working theirguns. Dgtween some of the embrasures, 
were embankments to protect the masonry, and 96 
guns were mounted in this work, which terminated 
ina castellated wall, connecting it with s range of 
precipitous rocky heights, that ran nearly parallel 
to the beach ata distance varying from 4 to 4 mile. 
Several smaller works were apparent at iutervals 
amid the rocks. 


8. The entratee to the inner harbour is by a 
channel about 600 yards across between Amoy and 
the island of Koo-lang-a00, upon which several strong 
batteries were visite, and some of these flanked the 
aea-line and stone battery. It appeared expedient 
therefore to make a simultancous attack on these two 
prominent lines of defence. 


4. It was proposed that the two Line of Bottle 
Ships with the two large Sieamers, should attack the 
sea defences on the island of Amoy nearest the town, 
and that some of the simaller vessels of war should 
open their fire to protect the landing of the Tranpa, 
which was to be effected below the angle formed by 
the junction of the castellated wall with the sea-line, 
while the remaining vessels should engage several 
flanking batteries that extended beyond these works. 

5. Atthesame time, the two heavy Frigates and 
the Modeste were to run in and open their fire upon 
the works of Koo-lang-soo, where I instructed Major 
Johnstone, witha Company of Artillery and the 3 
Companies of the 26th Regiment, supported by 170 
Marines under Major Ellis, to land in a small bay to 
the left of the batteries, which they were to take in 
reverse. | 

6. About }-past one o'clock, the attack com- 
meneed, the Euemy having previously fired ocea- 
sional sisot at the ships, as they proceeded to their 
stations. Sir Willam Parker will no doubt commue 
nicate to your Lordship, the very conspicuous part 
taken hy [ler Majesty's ships on this occasion. From 
the difleulty of getting the boats coli-cted in tow of 
the Steamet®; the Troops did not land quite so soon 
as I could have wished, notwithstanding the judicious 
arrangementa of Captain Gifford, of H. M. Sloop 
Cruizer, who conducted the disembarkation. Thea 
l6th and 49th Regiments however landed about 3 
o'clock, with very little opposition.

of which firing was still heard. This duty waa prompt- 
Jy and ably perforined by Captain Fletcher, of H. M. 
S. Wellesley, and Captain Whitcomb, of the Royal 
Marines. 


7. While these operations were going on upon the 
Amoy side, the Island of Koo-lang-soo was ably at- 
tacked by the frigates, and the troops landed. Major 
Ellis, with someof the Marines and Cameronians, whe 
first landed, climbed up the rocks to the left of the 
Easternmost battery, and, gallantly driving the 
Enemy from the works on the heights, which were 
defended with some spirit, continued his progress to 
the North side of the Island, while Major Johustone, 
who closely followed up with the rest of the troops, 
proceeded acrosa it and carried the remaining works, 
thus pulting usin possession of this very important 
position. Major Johnstone reports that Bt. Captain 
Gregg had an opportunity of distinguishing himself 
in driving a lafge body of the Enemy from a battery, 
upon which ke came unexpectedly with a detachment 
of 12 men.

8. On Amoy, a chain of steep rocky hills running 
from the range already mentioned, trausverscly to the 
beach, still intercepted our view of the city, though 
the outer town lay beneath my advanced post. 
gune huving been landed by the exertions of the Ar- 
tillery aud Sappers, and brought on far enough for 
support; had a strong force opposed our advance, I 
decided upon forcing the position in my front, which 
appeared extremely etrong and well-calculated to be 
held during the night. Having made the necessary 
disposition, I directed the 18th Regt. to advance 
up a precipitous gorge, where the Enemy had two 
small works, while the 49th were to pass through 
the cuter town by the road tothe rame hills, extend- 
ing their Jeft, after gaining the pasa, to the works 
above the beach, so as to open a communication with 
the shipping. This movemant was also executed with 
apirit, the enemy merely firing off their guns and 
flying ;and at duek, ] found myself in position close 
above the Cicy, and perfectly commanding it. 


9. Owing to the boisterous state of the weather, 
and the delay in the return of the Steamers, the 55th 
Regiment had not yet landed, but this was effected at 
daylight the following morning. I regret to say not 
without loss, a boat having been swamped and 5 men 
unfortunately drowned. Thus re-inforced, L pushed 
strong parties of the 1Sth and 49th Regiments down 
to the outskirts of the City, in the North-Eastern 
quarter of which, upon trregularly rising ground, and 
closcly surrounded by a dense mass of buildings, 
appeared the walled town or citadel. Having carefully 
reconnvitred the place, I satisfied mysclf that, although 
there was a concourse of people passing and repassing 
at the Northern gate, the walls were not manned—I 
therefore thought it advisable to take advantage of the 
prevailing panic, and having sent a email party with 
Captain Cotton, the Commanding Engineer, to recon- 
noitre the approach to the Lasterp gate, which he 
promptly effected ; I directed, upon his return, the 
18ch to advaner, having the 49th in support, aud the 
65th in reserve. The advanced party of the 18th 
escaladed the wall by the aid of ladders found on the 
sput, and opened the East gate, which waa barred aud 
barricaded from within by sacks tilled with earth and 
stoners. The remainder of the Regiment passed 
through it and manued the other gates, the enemy 
having previously abandoned the place, Iraving it in 
possession of the mob, which had already began to 
plunder the public Establishments.

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10. I occupied the Citadel with the 18th and Sap- 
pers, placing the 49th Regiment in an eatensive build- 
ing without the Public office of the Intendant of 
Circuit, from whence they could give protection to the 
Northern suburb, and command the communication to 
the interior by the only road on this sidc the Island. 
The Artillery I placed in a commanding po-ition upon 
the top of the pasa between the City and the outer 
Town, with the 55th in support, occupying a range of 
public buildings, in which the Sub-Prefeet of Amoy 
held his Court. 

11. Amoy is a principal third-class City of China, 
and from its excellent harbour and situation appears 
to be well calculated for Commerce. The outer Town 
is divided from the City by the chain of rocks I have 
mentioned, over which a paved road leads throug’ > 
a pass, that has a covered puteway at its summit, 
The outer harbour xkirts the outer Town, while the 
City is bounded in nearly its whole length by 
the ioner harbour and an estuary, which deep- 
ly jadent the Island. Including the outer town 


and the North-Eastern suburb, the City cannot 
be anuch less than JO miles in circumference, 
and that of the Citadel, which entirely commands 


this auburb, and the Inner Town, though commanded 
itself by the hills withiu shot range, is nearly one 
mile. ‘Phe walls are casteliated, and vary with the 
inequality of the ground from 20 to 30 feet in 
height; and there are 4 gates, having each in an out- 
work, a second or cxterior gate, at right angles to 
the inner gate. The Citadel contained five Arsenals, 
in which we found a large quantity of Powder, with 
store of material for making it ; Ginguls. Wall-pieces, 
Match-locks, anda variety of fire-earme of singular 
construction ; Military Clothing, Swords of all descrip. 
tions, Shields, Bows and Arrows and Spears were also 
found in such quantity, as to lead to the conclusion, 
that these must have been the chief magazines of the 
Province. Within the sea-defences finat taken, there 
was a Foundry, with moulds and material for casting 
heavy ordnance. 

12. All these have been destroyed, ard this so much 
occupied my time, cunsidering too huw much the 


. Troops were hurassed by patroles to keep off Chineve 


plunderers, and by other duties inetdent to the pecu- 
liarity of our situation, that IT abandoned my inten- 
tion of visiting the interior of the Island. These 
plunderers flocked into the City and Suburbs, to the 
extent, as the Chinese themselves reported, of many 
thousands, an} I regret to say, that several gangs 
penetrated into the Citadel, and committed much 
devastation. Indeed, with the prospect of Icaving 
Anovy eo soon, TEdonbt that our marching through 
the Island might rather have frightened away the 
peaceable householders, and led to further pluuder by 
the mob than have been of any advantage. Such 
indeed was the audacity of these miscreants, that! 
was in some cases obliged to fire, in order to disperse 
them; but lam glad to say but little loss of life 
occurred. 

13. Iam most happy to be enabled to estate that , 
the conduct of the Troops hes been exemplary, 
aome instances of misconduct have no doubt accur- 
red; but when it is considered that they were in 
thé midst of temptation, many of the houses be- 
ing open with valuable property strewed about, 
and many shops in every street deserted, but full of 
Sham--hu—it ia matter of great satisfaction that these 
instances were so few. 

14.. During our stay upon the island, I did all is 
my power to prevail ypon the respectable merebants 
and householders, who had co much at stake, to a4 
mein proiccting property, which they readily prom 
ed—but their apprehension. of appearing to be oa 
fiiendly ferma with us was so great, that 1 coul 
obtain no cffcectual assistance from them, and w# 
unable even to get a Chinese to remain with the 
guards at the gater, and point oul the real owners 0 
houses within the citadel, for the purpose of granting 
them free vgress aud ingress. 


Sie WUb UU pasture hie - uctormauel upUn, &£ 
could take no measures for permuauent occupation, 
end asthe wind was strong against us, we were kept 
on shore four days in a atate of constant watchfuluess, 
until yesterday at } past 2 p. M., when the precoucert- 
ed signal for embarkation was given by the Adiniral. 
By 4 past Gevery Soldier and every follower had 
been embarked (without a single instance of inebriety 
occurring) on board the Steamer, which transferred 
the Troops on board their respective Transports during 
the night. 


16. The 3 Companies of the 26th Regiment have 
remained upon the Island of Koo-lanug-soo, which 
Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary has determined to hold 
for the present—uand I have strengthened Major John- 
stone, who is in command, with a wing of the 18th 
Regiment and a amall detachment cf Artillery. This 
little Force, amounting to 550 men, will, 1 trust, 
together with the Ships of War alao left behind, be 
sufficient to hold this small but important possession. 


17. Tothe Commanding Officers of Corps and 
Detachmenta, Lieut. Col. Craigie, 55th Regiment, 
Lieut. Col. Morris, 49th Regiment, and Lieut. Col. 
Adams, 18th Regiment, Major Johnstone, 26th Regi- 
ment, Major Ellis, Royal Marines, Capt. Knowles, 
Royal Artillery, Capt. Anstruther, Madras Artillery, 
and Capt. Cotton, Commanding Engineer, my _ best 
thanks are due; and I have received the most cordial 
and active support from the Officers of the General 
and my Personal Staff, Lieut.

whole period of our stay at Amoy, the able assistance 
of Captain Giffard, to whom my best thanks are due,

captured, and a Return of the Wounded on our side 
upon the 26th ultimo, and have no means of correct- 
ly estimating the killed and wounded of the Excmy, 
but it muat have been severe, and we know that se- 
veral Mandarina were amongst the former.

Wellesley in the Bay of Amoy, 31st August, 1841. 


My Lorp,—lIt is with much gratification that I have' 
the honor of announcing to your Lord- 
ship, the capture of the City of Amoy 
and the Island of Golong-soo, (which 
forms the West side of the Harbour), together 
with their stroug lines of Batteries‘and Sea Defences, 
mounting above 228 Guns, by the Combined Forces 
of Her Majesty, after a shurt, but vigorous attack, 
on the 26th instant, with very trifling loss on our part. 

The Expedition, comprising the Ships of War here- 
after named, and 2) Traasports containing the Land 
Forces, Military and Victualling Stores, &c., under 
the command of His Excellency Major General Sir 
Hugh Gough, sailed from the anchorage of Hong- 
Kong ou the 21st, and fortunately arrived off the 
Islands at the entrance of Amoy Bay, by sunset on 
the 25th, it waa then beginning to blow strong, but 
favored by a fair wind, and good moonlight, with 
the advautaze of the local knowledge of Captain 
Bourchier of the Blonde, the Fleet were pushed into 
the Bay, and anchored in security for the night. 

A few shots were discharged at Her Majesty’s Ships

as they passed between the fortified Islands, but no | 


mischief was done. 
It blew too hard during the night to admit of any

the very Suburbs and entrance of the Harbour, from 
whence were marked Batteries with aand bags, 
until opposite the North East point of Golong-soo 
Island, aliogether 152 Gans. 

On the Island of Golong-soo, which is the key of 
Amoy, strong Batteries, mounting in all 76 Guns, 
were also placed in every commanding position for 
flanking the approach to the harbour (which is scarce- 
ly half a mile wide at the entrance) and protecting 
the accessible points of lauding. 

As it was of the utmost importance with a view 
to ulterior operations, aud the advanced period of the 
present Monsoon, that we should be delayed as short 
a time as possible at Amoy, it was determined that 
the Batteries within the Barrier Wall, and on the 
Island of Golong-sao, should be immediately attacked 
by the Squadron, and the Troops landed within the 
Barrier av soon as it might be practicable, to thke 
the Batteries iz the rear: for this object the Welles- 
ley and Blenheim were ordered to anchor against the 
strongest Battcries on Amoy, and ax near the entrance 
of the Harbour as possible, leaving the Cruizer, 
Pylades, Columbine and Algerine to engage the ex- 
treme point of the line and cover the lauding of the 
Troops, flanked by the heavy Guns of the Sesoatris 
and Queen Steam Vessels ; the Phi-gethon and Neme- 
wis being appointed to receive the Troops, and tow 
in the Boats for landing them. 

The attack uf the Island of Golong-sao, where we 
had reason toapprehend the water was shoaler was 
assigned to Captain Bourchier of the Blonde, with 
the Druid and Modeste, 150 Marines under Captain 
Ellis, and a detachment of the 26:h Regiment under 
Major Johuston. 

Pending the necessary preparations for disembark- 
ing the Troops, sud moving the Ships into their ap- 
pointed positions, a communication was received from 
the shore, requesting to know the oljcct of our visit, 
to which the anewer No. I wae returned, 

About a quarter past one,a steady and favorable 
breeze having set in, the Squadron weighed end pro- 
ceeded ta their Stations. The Sesostris being the 
most advanced, received a heavy fire before aoy re- 
turn was madc, she was soon joined by the Queen, 
and both commenced action with goud effect. 

The Wellesley and Blenheim after ranging along 
the line of Works on Amoy under a emart fire, were 
anchored by the stern about half-past 2 Pp. M., admi- 
rably placed by Captains Maidand and Herbert in 
10 fathoma water, within 400 yards of the principal 
Battery precisely in the position allotted them: and 
the Cruizer, Pylades, Columbine and Algerine, took 
their stations with equal judgment. 

The Blonde, Druid and Modeaste reached their 
positions against the Batteries on Golong-sao, a few 
minutes earlier, but their Captains found such 
difficulty from the shallowness of tho water in placing 
them satisfuctarily, that, to effect this object they 
very epiritedly carried their Ships into almost their 
own draft. 


The Bentinck had been appointed to sound .the 
Channel ahead of the Wellesley as we ran in, which 
Lieutenant Collinson very skilfully performed, aod 
then gallantly anchored the Brig withio the entrance

within about three quarters of a mile of the entrance 
‘@¥the harbour, where a high Barrier Wall was con- 
structed from the foot of a ateep and rocky Mountain, 
to asaody Beach onthe Sea; and from this latter 
point, a strong casemated Work of Granite, faced 
with soil, and occasional small Bastions with Parapets 
of stone, to gford flanking defences, was continued to 


which was placed by Captain Ormaby in a very 
judicious situation for relieving her, and the other 
Ships froma flanking fire. 


The fire of the Chinese soon slackened under the 
excellent Gun practice of the Squadron: At half 
past 3, L had the satisfaction of seeing the Marlues 
and 26th Regiment land on the Island of Gotong-aao, 
and the British Colors planted on the Batteries: The 
Modeste and Bionde then weighed and atood into 
the inner harbour, and after silencing as they passed 
the Town Batteries which were out of our reach, they 
anchofed completely inside, and abreast of the City, 
taking possession of 26 War Junks, with 128 Guns oo 
board, ina state of preparation for eea, but deserted 
by their Crews. |

The 
anchorage in the former appeara excellent ; and the 
latter, as far as our hasty surveys have gone, affords 
perfect security for ships of any class, and to a great 
extent, with a reasonable prospect of proving a healthy 
situation ; Sir Ilugh Grough and myself have there- 
fore entirely concurred with His Exeelleney Sir 
Henry Pottinger, in the expediency of retaining pas- 
seasion of the [sland of Galong-sao, which will at any 
time give us the command of Amoy, until your Lord- 
ship's wishes, or the pleasure of [ew Majesty's Go- 
vernment is known. For this purpose a sufficient 
Garrison will be placed on the Island by the Gene- 
ral, and IT pronose to leave Captain Sintth of the 
Druid, with the Pylades and Algerine for their support.

made, by accession to the demands last year presented 
at Tieatsin, they shall regard it as their duty to resort 
to hostile measures for the enforcement of those 


demands. 


But the uadersigned Plenipotentiary and Com- 
mauders-in-Chief, moved by compassionate feelings, 
are averse tocausing the death of so many Officers 
and Soldiers, as must perish, and urgently request 
the Admiral, Commanding-io-Chief in this Province, 
forthwith to deliver the Town and all the Fortifica- 
tions of Amoy into the hands of the British Forces, tu 
be licld for the present by them.

Stu,—The operations of the force you did me the! 
honor to place under my command for the attack of 
the Island of Colong-sou, were so imtuediately under 
your observation, that little remains to me beyond 
the agreeable duty of bringing to your Lxeelleney's | 
notice the aduiurable evonduct of every Officer and 
Man I had the honor to command. 

The Squadron was led into action by Captain 
Eyres, Commanding Her Majesty's Sloop Modeste, 
with the most perfect skill and gallantry: The 
Bionde and Druid followed, and were placed as near 
ax the shoalness of the water would admit to the three 
principal Batteries, which they succeeded in silencing 
after a fire of one hour and twenty minutes, when the 
Marines under the gallant Captein Ellis were landed, 
and carried the berghts with tocrr accustomed bravery. 

The distance ofthe Transports prevented the 26th 
Cameronian Regiment from being on shore at the 
same moment with the Marines, but they were 
promptly after them; and the detachment of that @tuy- 
tinempshed Corps, under Major Johnston, assisted in 
eleneiag the remaining Batteries, and dispersing the 
Bue my. : 

Feom Captain Smith of H. M.S. Druid, I received 
the tnost able support, that Shap was placed with ex- 
cellent judgment, and her couduct* such as was to be 
exoreted from her high state ef discipline.

asaniy beach to the right of the Battery, and atter 
some difficulty in climbing rocks, and other impe- 
diments, succeeded in gaining the ridge, and the flank 
of the Chinese position. 
The Enemy, before we had gained the level, opposed 
us conrageously, attacking us with Mutchlocks, 
Spears, and Stones, but we soondrove thein before

Garrison retreating to the rear, many of whom

Corps of Khyberees showed symptoms of disaffection, 
and though a portion of them were kept around their 


| Colora, it was soon seen that a retreat from Guoda- 


mock, which the Ooloose of the whole country were 
attacking bad become inevitable. The Cantonment 
was pluodered by the mutineers, who, in their breath- 
lesa haste to destroy it, blew up its Magazine and 
many of themsejves with it. Captain Buren’ two fie!d 
pieces wege spiked and abandoned near Alee Murdan 
Khan's bridge, and three hours after nightfall the 
debris ofthe irregulars came in full and diserderly 
regfreat into my Camp at Fuitihabad. 

Myown line of march on the Jith was no other- 
Wise interrupted than by the attacks of bodies of 
plunderers on the baggage, who received cignal 
puvishment trom our precautionary parties; but as the 
Camp broke up on the 12th, from two to three thou- 
sand ayned men began to close round our troops and 
loaded animals, and these were joined by the whole 
population suceessively on the line of march. Lieut. 
Colonel Deunie commanded the rear guard. He 
retired slowly before the enemy, repelling him by 
tkirmishers and cannon as long as the ground con- 
tinued abrupt and rug eds Bot on approaciing the 
plains he commenced to manoeuvre, with the view of 
drawing them into an action on the level; their bold- 
ness favored his stratagem, and torese: ing this result, 
I had dispatched the Rivsalab of Shah's Horse (o re- 
enforce bim. At length the desired moment arrived, 
and the Lieut. Colouel directed Captain Oldfield of the 
Sth Light Cavalry, and Lieut. Muyne of the Sbah’s 
2d, to make a combined charge against the Oolooge. 
This was executed with great rapidity and resolution, 
and in very compact order, and in a few minutes up- 
wards of one hundred of the Afghan matchlockwen 
were sabred and shot, and the rest driven in irreme- 
diable coufusion tothe heights. lt way ascertuined on 
the epot that the Quloose had left iu the course of the 
whole affair one hundred and fifty dead on the ficld, 
and the proportion ¢f their wounded must have been 
heavy. After this salutary lesson theie efforts to an- 
noy our columne on their route ap tothe walls of this, 
place were cautious and feeble. 

The defences of Jellalabad consist of a Mud czcetnte 
of upwards of 2000 yards of weak curtains apd round 
tawers which have a yarrow rampart, but no sufficient 
parapet. On the northern face the profile is leas bold 
than elesewhere, and there was excellent cover for an 
enemy within pistol shot. On the evening of the 12th 
our Infantry oeeupied the gates and the ill-conatruct- 
ed Citadel, whilet the Artillery and Cavalry were qs- 
persed in the anclost&ea adjacent to the residences of 
the King,- and Envoy, and Ministers githout the 


walls. Un ihe morning, of the 13th, some rekalar 
occupation was taken of the place. Troops were 
posted in the whole of i.s bastions. Thetwo Infantry 
Corps were established in the Citadel. the Artillery on 
a1 open space in front of it, and the Cavalry in the 
Shah's garden. About two hundred ‘and fifty of the 
Khyberees had returu.d ‘steadily to their allegiance, 
the Jezailchees were emulating the regular battaliona 
in zeal and courage, and unremitting efforta were 
made by plying our entrenching tools, and the sub- 
stitution of Camel saddles for sand bags, to put the town 
into a state of decent defence. In the meantime the 
enemy in great force bad assembled under the walls 
tothe Southward and Westward, whilst other masses 
came down fromthe direction of Sughman, crossed 
the river, and invested us closely to the Northward, 
detaching parties to set fire to the Cantonment raised 
at ao great anexpense in 1840. It had been in part 
burnt down the night beforc, and was now involved 
ina general conflagration. The enemy, masked hy 
trees and old buildings, kept up an incessant fire of 
musquetry against the walls, at a very short range for 
upwards of twenty-four houre, by which our men 
sustained some loss behind their growing de.ences, 
and as it was desirable to diminish the  con- 
sumption of provisions within the city, and . there 
was reason to apprehend that the armed inha- 
bitants would join in any attack made on us from 
without, ] adopted the measures, first of permitting 
the women and children to withdraw, next of ex- 
cluding all strangers and suspicious persons, and finally 
of getting rid, os far as it was practicable, of the whole 
male population, excepting the shop- keepers, whose 
stay was valuable to us. 

On the morning of Sunday the 14th. I determined 
to attemptto dislodge the enemy from a part of their 
position. I placed for this purpose a foree consisting 
of three hundred men of the 13th, three hundred of 
the 35th, one hundred Sappers, three guns of Captasn 
Abbott's battery, the whole of the Cavalry, and two 
hundred Khyberees, at the disposol of Lieutenant 
Colonel Monteath, C. B., and directed him to sally 
from the town and assail that part of the enemy's line 
from which I was most desirous of expelling them. I 
beg to forward bis report of the vers gallant affair 
which followed, and which I had the sitisfaction of 
witmessing from the walls. This spirited attack upon 
not fewer than five thousand men has wholly broken 
up the enemy's investment, and we have from that 
hour scarecly seen an armed Affyban in our neigh- 
hourhood. We have avai ourselves of this pause 
to put the walls into a state of defence, which will ] 
trust enable us to defy the efforta of any Asiatic 
force unaided by Siege Artillery, aud ore using every 
exertion to store our Magazines with grain from the 
adjacent villages. [enclose reporta from Lieutenant 
Colonel Dennie and Captain Oldfield, and Casualty 
Returns frum the 11th to the 14th instant inclusive.

Captain Oldfield, Commanding the C: Bary atatia

Sir,—As commanding the Rear Guard on the 121! 
instant, I have the honur to report, forthe Major Ge 
veral’s information, that previously to the Troop: 
leaving their Bivouve, a sharp fire was opened upor 
the loading Baggage from the Hills on our right, which 
ulterwards was taken up along our rear. The Piequets 
at either point, kept the Enemy for some time it 
check ; but as his numbers and confidence increased, 
I deemed it advisable to reinforce them, 

Captain Oldfield, with his Troops, also pushed those 
who had descended into theplain back 10 the Heights 
Covered by our Skirmishers (under Licut. Wade, 18th. 
and Ensign Norton, $5th,) extended across the Val. 
ley, afd those crowning the Hills, the Baggaye safely 
debouched through the Gorge in which the village is 
situated, and in about an hour afterwards I gradually 
retired in the sume order. On clearing ite narrow 
outlet at the other extremity, the Enemy again pressed 
upon us, and were very numerois, completely enve- 
loping our front and rear. As tbe country, however, 


, 00n opened in our front, and a3 the Troops were 


perfectly steady, and could be fully — relied 
upon, and as J was desirous to disengage them 
from the broken and clase ground, and the fire 


of the Village,gand that of a large Fort, I continued to 
retire, and permitted the confident pursuit of the 
Goloose, until Thad drawn them to the point which I 
had fixed upon jn my mind. Here, whilst the Squa- 
dron of the 5th Light Cavalry, under Captain Oldfield. 
was drawn upina line, ] was joined by a Ressallah of 
Anderson's Horse, under Lieutenant Mayne, sent 
back by the Major General, who had witnessed the 
heavy firity, and judged that the ground was favar- 
able to the movements of Cavalry. EF now directed 
a copbin decharge, which was instantaneous and 
overpowertng : bringing their right shoulders for- 
ward they swept the plain, and bore down all oppori- 
tien; not fewer than One Haudred fell under their 
Sabres; and the wounded were in proportion. The 
Cavalry wes ably supported by Captain Broudfoot, 
with his Detachment of Sappers, who carried all be- 
fore them tu the right, aud cleared the Hills which 
had been covered by our assaliats : the route was 
now cenucral cud complete. Afterthe halt neecersery 
for the reeal of the Cavalry, and reforming my party, 
I resumed my aareh, which, for at least ten miles, 
Was not interrupted by a shot. On the rond then 
becoming daficule and contracted, a body of the 
Ikucme, encouraged by rome Jan Bazes, who had de- 
sented at Gundumuck, again made their appearance, 
but they preserved a distance at which their fire 
was harinless, On extricating the column from this 
ground, | ounce more waited their approach, but, in- 
atructcd by the recent lesson, they could not be in- 
duced to eross the Ravines, and from thence until we 
marched into Jelalabad, we saw no more of an Enemy. 
Thorgh the conduct of every Officer and Soldier in 
this affair, was excellent, E must be permitted purticu- 
larly to remark the gallant manner in which Captain 
Ulutield led the charge of Cavairy ; in which he was 
emulated by Lieuteuant Mayne at the head of his Res- 
sallab, and Lieutenant Plowdenin Command of a Troop 
of the Sth Cavalry; Captain Broadfoot's support of 
them wa? most soldierlike and intrepid. ‘Phe services 
of Captain Backhouse, in Cominand of tho Artilieryy 
were very valuable tu me ; and j have to thank Cap- 
iain Seaton, 35th, Senior Officer of the infantry, for 
hie able avsistance.

S1rx,—I beg, on my return to Camp, to report the 
details of the progress and completion of the affair 
with the Rebels, in the Khoord Cabool Pass, begun 
in so spirited a manner under your persoual command 
this morning. 


On receiving over charge of the Troops, in conse- 
quence of your wound compelling you to leave the 
Valley, I pursued your plan of operations by pressing 
the Enemy as much asthe nature of the ground 
would adit on both Flanks, and rapidly moving on 
the Main Column and Gans, with the intention of 
dislodging them from their Breastworks, if still occu- 
pied, buat this the Insurgents “had evacuated, though 
they ventured to dispute the possession of the pre- 
cipitous heights, and to direct a well-aimed fire. 
against our Main Force. Disconcerted, however, by 
the bold manner in which they were met by our 
Skirmishers, as they scaled the Mountain sides, and 
by the steady progress of the advance, they gradually 
abandoned their first position, and retired to the high- 
est ridges and pinnacles of the Durra. . 


I had resolved from the first not to allow any lateral 
opposition to divert me from the main purpose of 
clearing the Valley, and a little after 7 a.m. I had 
the satisfaction of reaching the southern gorge of the 
Pass, and establishing there the $5th Native Iofantry 
and the Guns, in an excellent post, constituted by the 
walls of a strong and capacious, though deserted Fort. 
By this time our Skirmishers had every where got pos- 
ndalied of the heights, and the Affghan Force under 
Jan Fishen Khan, had also crowned the mountains 
and displayed their banners on its summit. | 


"You are aware, thet it was part of your original

Sir,—I have the honor to acquaint you, for the 
information of Major General Elphinstone, C. B., that 
the Force under my Command, reached this place to- 
day: last night passed over without the slighest in- 
sult to our out-posts at Kuttah Sung, but during the 
morhing’s march we descried small parties at a dis” 
taice on both flanks, especially near the outlet of the 
Puree Durree, which afterwards united in a combined 
attack on our rear guard. Our loss has been small, 
and the enemy was every where baffled and held in 
check by the fire from our Guns and Skirmishers, 
Owing, however, to the jaded. state of our camels, it 
became necessary to destroy a good deal of Camp 
Equipage to prevent its falling into the Rebels’ hands. 


The daily repetition of these attacks has given rise 
to suspicions of the sincerity of the Chiefs in the 
mind of the Political Assistant, in which I am com- 
pelled to participate, though I shall be happy to find 
that their submission at Teezeen was made in good 
faith, and that these petty hostilities are the acts of 
men not under their control.

Sin,— Yesterday the Force under my command was 
again engaged with the Insurgents of these Mountains, 
and the affair was the sharpest which we have had 
since penetrating the Pass of Khoord Cabool. I ex- 
perienced little molestation in my Camp at Jugdauluk, 
but observed towards sunset and by moonlight evident 
indications of the enemy which had attacked our rear 
guard earlier in the day, being in the act of moving 
off over the Hills with 2 view of concentrating be- 
tween my force and Sookbab. Major General 
Elphinstone is acquainted with the localities and will 
not have forgotten that the only entrance to the 
valley of Jugduluk from the Eastward is by a long 
and winding Kotul overlooked and commanded by a 
lofty range of mountains, partially clothed with bushes 
aud dwarf trees. Of these really terrific eminences, 
the rebels had, as I had anticipated, taken possession, 
in more considerable numbers than we have been 
opposed to since leaving Teezeen. Holding all the 
salient points of the hills, and secured by breastworks,

It pressed forward at a rapid 
face, supported by all the reserves which rem/sined 
available, and to the surprise of the whole/’ force 
found that the enemy had neglected to guird the 
main outlet. This van guard therefore it supports, 
and the guns were quickly established on the narrow 
table land from which they had it in their power to 
take the whole of the defences of the Rebels in re- 
verse. Our troops commanded the route to Sookhab, 
and the enemy seemed to decline all further opposi- 
tion. The march was resumed, but as the cumbrous 
train of baggage filed over the mountain, the insar- 
gents again appearing from beyond the most distant 
ridges, renewed the contest with increased numbers, 
and the most savage fury. Our rear-guard made the 
best dispositions for defence, and rescue; but the 


suddenness of the onset caused some confusion, during’. 


which, notwithstanding the efforts of the troops, some 
Baggage and Camp Equipage fell into the hands of 
their opponents, Captain Wyndham, of the 35th, was 
killed at this crisis of the affair; and several brave 
men of all the Corps, fell or were wounded. Soon, 
however, by the praiseworthy exertions, and cool and 
soldierlike order and example of Captains Back- 
house and Broadfoot of the Shah's Service, and 
Fenwick, of the 13th, confidence was restored, 
the aspect of the affair changed, and the rear 
guard extricated from the defile. It continued in the 
best order to retreat, and to repel the ehemy who 
had followed it up to the point at’ which the loftier 
hills wear away. Odor casualties of yesterday and the 
day before, amount to one hundred and _ thirty; 
amongst whom are one Officer killed and four wound- 
ed. This loss will not be considered heavy by those 
who have seen the heights from which the rebels 
were driven, and are acquainted with the habits and 
character of the mountaineers to whom we were op- 
posed. I have to-day marched to this place without 
arty interruption worthy of mention. 

From the details of this despatch the Major Gene- 
ral Commanding in Affghanistan, will be enabled to 
draw his own inferences as to the actual state of our 
relations with the refractory Chiefs who were ad- 
mitted at Teezeen into a treaty of reconciliation with 
the Government against hii they had rebelled. 


_ But it belongs more peculiarly to my vocation, in the 


field, now that there is a prospect of brief repose in 
the vicinity of this Cantonment, to report with much 
satisfaction the cheerfulness, steadiness and persever- 
ance with which the troops have performed every 
duty required of them; since leaving Cabool they 
have been kept constantly on the alert by attacks by 
night and day; from the time of their arrival at 
Teezeen they have invariably bivouacked, and the 
safety of our positions has only been secured by un- 
remitting labor, and throwing up intrenchments, and

has the renewed extreme gratification of announcing, 
for general information, the further brilliant and im- 
portant successes of Her Majesty’s Combined Naval 
and Land Forces, in the reduction and occupation, on 
the 10th and 13th instant, respeetively,-of the 
Cities of Chinhai and Ningpo. 

The City of Chinhai is situated at the mouth of the 
Tahea, or Ningpo river, and was covered so strongly 
by its citadel (a Fort builf on a lofty head-land 
jutting into the sea,) anda number of heavy batte- 
ries and out-works on each bank of the Estuary, that 
the Imperial Commissioner, Yukien, who had come 
specially to defend it, and the other Civil and Military 
Chinese authorities, appear, from their Proclamations, 
to have flattered themselves, even after their past and 
recent experience ofthe power of the British arms, 
that the place could not be taken; but they were, 
as on all previous occasions, speedily undeceived,— 
and, although the Chinese Troops displayed consi- 
derable bravery, and in many individual instaneds 
would heither retreat nor surrender, though deserted 
by their Officers and Comrades; the main bodies 
were driven from one rallying spot to another, and 
atlength routed and entirely dispersed ; whilst the 
Fort and Works were demolished or rendered ut- 
terly uutenable, by the overwhelming and beautiful 
practice of the Squadron. 

It is reported, that a great many of the Chinese 
Officers of rank have fallen, witha large number of 
‘mén, but no precise information has yet been obtain- 
ed on this point. The Imperial Commissioner ig 
| stated to have attempted to drown himself immediate- 
ly after the battle, and to have since died at a short 
distance inland, from the effects of that attempt, or

aé fast as the Boats could return for them, but before 
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opposition, and by 2 P.M. the British Colors were se 
ing in every direction. 

Thirty-six new and well-cast brass Gunes are 
mounted io the Batteries, and will be Shipped in one 
of the Transports. I believe a considerable store of 
Government Rice has been found in the City. 

I fear the Troops have suffered a lp§s of one Ensign 
and one Private killed, and about 24 Men wounded, 
The casualiies in the Squadron are confined to one 
Seaman in the Cruiser severely wounded, (since dead) 
another slightly wounded, and one man of the * th 
gethon slightly wounded, The Blonde had one of 
quarter deck Guns disabled, but no further mitealhs 
waa sustained. 

The unremitting exertions of every Officer and Man 
of Her Majesty's Squadron, Royal Marines, and In- 
dian Navy, throughout the operations, merits iny 
warmest commendation, I subjoin a statement of the 
Ships present,

My Lorp,—My despatch of the 4th instant, in 
which I bad the honor of communicating to your 
Lordship the re-occupation of Chusan by Her Ma- 
jesty’s Forces, would apprize you of the anxiety of 
Sir Hagh Gough and myself, to commence operations 
against Chinghae, as soon as a change of weather 
should enable the Ships of the Expedition, with com- 
‘mon prudence, to approach that exposed position. 

On the 7th the wind veered to the desired point, 
and every preliminary arrangement having been made, 
not a moment was lost in embarking the Troops 
intended for the Expedition. The following day 
most of the Transports were moved to the anchorage 
off “ Just-in-the-way,” four leagues in advance; aud 
the General and myself, accompanied by Sir Henry 
Pottinger, proceeded at the same time in the Phiege- 
thon and Nemesis, to recounoitre the points of our 
intended attack, where we were fully informed and 
found that every preparation for resistance had been 
made, 

The City of Chinghae, which is enclosed by a wall 
37 feet in thickness, and 22 feet high, with an em- 
brasured Parapet of 4 feet high, and nearly two miles 
in circumference, is situated at the foot of a very 
commanding Peninsular Height, which forms the en- 
trance of the “ 'Tahee” River on its left or north 
bank. On the summit is the Citadel, which, from its 
strong position, is considered the Key to “ Chinghae,” 
and the large and opulent City of “ Ningpo,” about 
15 miles up the River;, and it is so important as a 
Military Post, that I trust I may be excused for 
attempting to glescribe it. 

It stahds about 250 feet above the Sea, and is en- 
circled also by a strong walf with very substantial 
iron plated Gates at the east and west ends, The north 
and south sides of the Height are exceedingly steep ; 
the former, accessible only from the Sea by a narrow 
winding path from the Rocks at its base; the south 
side and eastern end being nearly precipitous. At 
the east end of the Citadel, outside its wall, 21 Guns 
were mounted in three Batteries of masonry and 
sand bags, to defend the entrance of the River. 

The only commanication between the Citadel and 
City is on the west side hy a steep but regular Cause- 
way, to a Barrier Gate at the bottom of the hill, 
where a wooden bridge over a wet ditch connects it 
with the Isthmus and the gates of the City, the whole 
of which are. covered with iron plates, and strongly 
secured. The space on the Isthmus between the Cita- 
del hill, and the City wall, is filled up towards the 
Sea, with a battery of five guns, having a row of 
‘strong piles driven in a little beach in front of it, to 
prevent 9 descent in that quarter; aud on the River 
side of the Isthmus are two Batteries adjoining the 
y Suburbs, and mounting 22 and 19 Guns, for flavk- 









fing the entrance—28 Guus of different sizes, and 
 pomberless Gingalls were also planted on the City 
"Walls, principally towards the Sea. rr tconn 
rs ah epebita 4 of the Chinese Forces were posted 
. ne right bank of the River, in fortified Encamp- 
“ts, on very commanding and steep hills ; yField 
orks and Entrenchmeuts being thrown up im every 
vantageous position, with 23 Guns and innumerable 
ounted in them to impede the advance of 
e principal landing place on” this side 
derable Cregk, close to the south 
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31 Guns, were also newly gonstructed on this side of 
the River, to flank the entrance, and about half a mile 
above its mouth, a similay obstruction of larger pilee 
was cirried completely across? space only being left 
for one Junk to pass ata time. In short, the Chinese 
had exercised their ingenkity to the utmost to make 
their defencessecure; anda great amount of Trea- 


‘sure and labour must have been expended in the 


execution of these works, fully evincing the impor- 
tance which they attached to this position. 

The plan of attack agreed upon by the General and 
myself, was to land the Troops in two columns on. the 
right bank of the River, inside the small Islands called 
the Triangles. The main body under his immediate 
command (about 1040 strong) to disembark a short 
distance beyond the Creek above referred {o. The 
other (about 500 strong,) immediately at its entrance, 
where it appeared to us practicable to put them se- 
curely on shore outside the piles, under the cover of 
one of the Brigs ; good anchorage being found within 
a few yards of the spot. 


The attack of the Citadel and City on the left bank 
of the River, was assigned to the Naval Branch of the 
Force, strengthened by about 23 of the Royal and 
12 of the Madras Artillery, under Lieutenants the Ho- 
norable F. Spencer and Molesworth; and 50 Sappers, 
under Captain Cotton and Lieutenant Johnston, of 
the Madras Engineers. It was calculated that the 
advance of the two columns of Troops by different 
routes, would not only secure every point on the right 
bank, but cut off the retreat of many of the Chinese; 
and by asimultaneons bombardment of the Citadel 
and City by the Squadron, we entertained confident 
hopes of tomplete success, which has been happily 
realized in every respect. 


On the evening of the 9th, the whole of the Squae ’ 
dron, as per subjoined list, and the Transports, were 
anchored off “ Chinghae,” in convenient situations for 
the intehded operations; and at an early hour on the 
following morning, the Troops proceeded in the Queen, 
Nemesis, and Phlegethon Steamers, and the boats of 
the Transports, to the points of debarkation, where the 
Cruizet, Columbine and Bentinck most jadiciously 
took up their positions, under the direction"of Com- 
mander Giffard. A few shot from them cleared the 
shore of about 300 of the Chinese, who had assembled 
to oppose the landing, and by half-past 9 o'clock, 
under his excellent arrang ements, every man was safe 
on shore. ) 


The Wellesley, Blenheim, Blonde and Modeste 
were appointed to cannonade the Citade! and eastern 
part of the City walls; and the Sesostris, Queen, and 
Phlegethon, after landing the Troops and towing up 
the Ships to their stations, to shell the Citadel in flank, 
and enfilade any of the Batteries in the harbour which 
their guns could bear upon, The Nemesis to join in 
the attack on the north side, in readiness to cover the 
landing of the Seamen and Marines, as soon as it 
became practicuble. 

The Citadel Hi!) cannot be approached for an attack 
by large Ships, except on the north side, and the water 
in that divection is so shallow, that it is only in 
the calmest weather that they can be carried with 
safety sufficiently near to fire with effect." The day, 
was fortunately every thing we could desire, and 
the Wellesley, as soon as the tide served was tow- 
ed by the Sesostris into an excellent position, where 
the anchor was dropped about a quarter before 9 
o'clock in four fathoms, about 1300 yards from the 
Citadel and Town walls. As the water ebbed, she 
settled imperceptibly into a bottom of soft mud, and 
was as steady as a Land . Battery. Commander — 
Ormsby,, (with very commendable activity) ‘mme- 
diately afterwards brought jin the Blenheim :. the 
Blonde aud Modeste, favored by a light breeze, took 
their stationa under sail, and every ship was placed to 
wy entire satisfaction, as close as possible; the Bien- 
heim avd Modeste touching the bottom at low water. 


| The precision of the fire both of shots and: sells 
from ail, exceeded my most sanguine expectatious ; 
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and the destructién of the works from the commence- 
ment of the attack was never doubtful. 

As the Troops on the rigkt bank of the River 
move forward, Commander Giffard advanced the 
Sloops towards the entrante af the harbour, and ‘the 
Steamers all took up very Sood positions, and perform- 
ed excellent service with their Guns; they were for a 
considerable time under a heavy fire from the River 
Batteries, but fortunately sustained no damage. 

About 11 o'clock we had the gratification of seeing 
the British Colors planted by the Troops in one of 
the Batteries on the opposite shore; and within a 
few minutes, the others on that side were all carried, 
and the Chinese observed flying in every direction 
before our gallant Soldiers on the heights. 

Ata quarter past 11, the wall of the Citadel was 
breached by the fire from the ships, and the defences 
being reduced toa ruinous state, the Chinese aban- 
doned their Guns, which they had hitherto worked 
with considerable firmness, and a large portion of the 
Garrison retreated precipitately towards the City. 
Not a moment was lost in making the signal for land- 
ing the Battalion of Seamen and Marines with the 
detachments of Artillery and Sappers (the whole 
under the command of Captain Herbert, of the Blen- 
heim.) Before noon the boats were all on shore; 
every impediment presented by the difficalty of land- 
ing on rugged rocks was overcome; and the Force 
gallantly advanced to the assault, with a celerity that 
excited my warmest admiration. An explosion at 
this time took place in a Battery near the Citadel 
Gate: andthe remnant of the Garrison fled without 
waiting to close it. The Citadel was therefore rapidly 
entered, and the Union Jack displayed on the 
walls.

out mischief, but whether by accident or design js 
uncertain. 

Captain Herbert having secured this Post, , quickly 
re-formed his men, and advanced towards the City ; 
the Chinese still occupying in considerable force the

Marines which disembarked, they landed at the same 
time, and accompanied them in their operations, 


To Captain Maitland, of my Flag Ship, I feel much 
indebted for the able and zealous assistance which he 
at all times affords me; and my obligatiens are equally 
due to Captain Eyres, for the invaluable services of 
the Modeste. 


The activity and ardor of Commanders Giffard, 
Clarke, Fletcher and Watson, and of Lieutenant Col- 


linson in command of the Bentinck, has been emi§ 


nently displayed on this and every other opportunity, 
and I have no Jess pleasure in bearing testimony to 
your Lordship, that the same spirit of enterprize and 
zeal has been conspicuously evinced by Commander 
Ormsby, Lieutenant MeCleverty, Mr. Hall, and Mr, 
Warden; and indeed of every Officer and man in the 
Steam Vessels attached to the Expedition. 


Imay be permitted also to notice that my Flag 
Lieutenant Charles Tennant, has attended me in every 
operation since I took command of the Squadron, and 
his zeal and attention is deserving of my highest ap- 
probation, 


By Official Chinese documents found in Chinghae, 
we have good reason to believe that the regular 
Tartar Troops quartered on the 10th iu the City and 
Batteries on the left bank of the River, amounted to 
upwards of 3000, of which about 700 composed the 
Garrison of the Citadel or Joss-House Hill; their loss 
on these points is calculated at 150 men. 

The Troops opposed to Sir Hugh Gough were 
estimated at ten thousand, and they have sustained a 
heavy loss, but no amount of Force as yet met with in 
this country, can withstand the gallant band under his 
command, into which his active and energetic example 
infuses unbounded confidence. 


The total number of Guns which have fallen into

within the Tahea River, afew of the piles being

I removed on the 11th to ‘Ke Modeste, and tlmt no 
time might be lost in pyosgeuting our further opera- 
tions, I directed Captains’ Maitland and Herbert, 
when the Wellesley and Blenheim were anchored off 
“ Just-in-the-way,” to return by one of the Steam 
Vessels, with the boats and 150 Seamen from each 
ship, in readiness to advance on ‘‘ Ningpo,” and on the 
12th, I proceeded in the Nemesis to ascertain the 
practicability of taking the large Steamers and Sloops 
up the river. We found it wide, free from shoals, 
and carried not less than 14 feet at low water, to the 
walls of the City, which appeared not only unprepar- 
ed for resistance, but a general panic pervading the 
inhabitants, who were evacuating the Town in every 
direction, with their goods and families. Sir Henry 
Pottinger, Sir Hugh Gough and myself, therefore 
deemed it expedient to move on it without delay, to 
check as much as possible the departure of the res- 
pectable portion of the population, and the ravages 
which are invariably committed by the lower orders of 
the Chinese on all property which .is left unprotected. 


The whole of the Troops (with the exception of a 
Garrison for “ Chinghae” and the Citadel,) were con- 
sequently embarked on the following morning in the 
Sesostris, Queen, Phlegethon and Nemesis, and the 
Supernumerary Seamen and Marines were distribut- 
ed in the Modeste, Cruizer, Columbive and Bentinck, 
the Blonde being ordered to remain at Chinghae for 
the support of the Garrison, 


Sir Henry Pottinger and the General accompanied 
‘me in the Modeste, and the Expedition proceeded up 
the river soon after 9A.M., but owing to some un- 
avoidable delays did not reach Ningpo until 2 p.m, 
when the Nemesis and Phiegethon, which contained a 
largesportion of the Troops, anchored within a few 
feet of a Floating Bridge, which connects the City at 
its East gate with the Suburbs across the river. The 
men were disembarked with the greatest facility by 
stages from the bows of these vessels. The Battalion of 
Seamen and Marines, under Captain Herbert, landing 
at the same time inthe Suburbs on the City side, a 
short distance below them. 


The Gates of the City were all found secured and 
barricadoed inside, but an entrance was soon forced, 
when Her Majesty’s Forces marched in and took pos- 
session without asymptom of resistance being indi- 
cated in any quarter, The Mandarins and Troops 
had al) left the City ; the latter having, since their de- 
feat at Chinghae, refused to fight. 


Her Majesty's Sloops and the Steam Vessels ave 
anchored under the walle of the City, and His Excel- 
lency the General is actively exerting himself in se- 
coring all the Government property on shore, and 
endeavoring to establish order, and prevent the pillage 
of this populous and opulent place, where, lam happy 
to say, such of the respectable inhabitants as have 
remained evince much less apprehension at the pre- 
sence of the English than was exhibited either at 
Amoy or Chusan. 

From the number of large Junks found in the riyer, 
the trade with Ningpo, by sea, must be extensive, but 
an Embargo will be laid on all vessels until measures 
can be concerted for our further proceedings.

My Lorp,—I feel much satisfaction in acquaint- 
ing your Lordship that Chusan is in our possession, 
notwithstanding the extraordinary exertions made by 
the Chinese to strengthen the defences since our de- 
parture in February last, and rather a gallant defence 
on their part, particularly on the heights west of the 
City, generally denominated the 49 hills, and along 
the shore, where, asa defence tothe inner harbour 
(which was our former part of attack) a new line of 
battery has been constructed, presenting so formida- 
ble a front, that, with due regard to the peculiarity of 
the tides, it would not have been advisable to bring in 
the ships of war. 

2. The Fleet had passed Chusan, and assemble: at 
an anchorage off Silver Island, half way between Chu- 
san and Chinhae, when, after waiting three days, the 
continuance of contrary winds, together with the late- 
ness of the season, induced His Excellency the Naval 
Commander in Chief to propose a change in the plan 
of operations, which I mentioned to your Lordship in 
my last report. I fully concurred with Sit Wm. 
Parker in the expediency of attacking Chusan first 
under these circumstances, instead of proceeding to 
Chinhae and Ningpo, particularly as in a recounois- 
sance, which we made inthe Phlegethon Steamer with 
His Excellency Sir Henry Pottinger, we ascertained 
that two Forts, in progress of construction upon the 
base of the heights already named, were, although 
nearly completed, not yetarmed. This reconnoissance 
confirmed me in the opinion which I had previously 
formed from the reports of Officers acquainted with 
the ground, that this would be the most eligible poin: 
of attack, I must add that the fire opened On the 
Phiegethon, as she skirted the harbour, also*establish- 
ed that the sea line of battery was efficiently armed, 

8. I shall leave it to the Admiral 4o detail the 
movements of the Fleet, but I cannot deny myself the 
gratification of expressing how greatly 1 am indebted 
to him for his judicious arrangements and the cordial 
assistance which I have experienced throughout, anti- 
cipating my wishes, at the same time that the arm over 
which he so ably presided, has been brought promi- 
nently forward whenever practicable, and I must 
be allowed to remark that the precision of the fire from 
the ships surpassed my most,sanguine expectations, 
and did great execution wherever it could be brought 
to bear. 

4. The greater part of the Fleet assembled in the 
outer roadstead on the 29th ultimo, and during that 
night and the following day a battery was thrown up 
on Trumball Island by a detachment of the Royal and 
Madras Artillery under Captain Knowles, of the 
former Corps, aided by Lieutenent Birdwood, of the 
Madras Engineers, for the purpose of shelling the 
Joss-house Hill, which the enemy had strongly forti- 
fied, following out the unfinished plan of our own 
Engineers, The remaining ships having arrived in 
the mean while, it was determined to make the attack 
om the lst instant.

as also of Captain Campbell and Lieutenant Cuddy, 
who led the two Flank Companies. 


6. This movement completely turned the right of: 
the Enemy's position, and gave us the command of a 
bridge which led direct on the flank of the whole line 
of sea defence. The 18th and Artillery being landed, 
and the light Guns placed so as to enfilade this line 
of batteries, I felt it best to change my first intention 
of attacking the sea defences by the right column, and 
ordered the 18th at once to push forward to the attack 
on this point. This was executed with equal gallantry 
by Lieut. Col. Adams in the face of a very large force, 
which contested the whole line with more than ordi-« 
nary spirit; apparently led by one of the principal | 
Mandarins, who, with several of inferior rank, was 
killed on the spot, when the Chinese fled, and the 
18th pushed on and oceupied the Joss House Hill, 
which the well-directed fire of the guns on Trumball 
Island under the Hon'ble Lieutenant Spencer, of the 
Royal Artillery, and of the detached Squadron under 
Captain Bourchier, bad compelled the enemy to 
evacuate.

7. Considering it advisable to support the 18th

This 
morning, I have moved 300 men under Major Blyth, 
49th Regiment, Eastward to Sinkea-Mun, where he 
will aleo meet a Ship of War; also three Companies of 
the 55th under Captain Campbell, over the Northern 
hills to Pishoon, from whence they will march to Kanlon 
and Mowah, returning by a different pass to Head 
Quarters. By these movements, I hope that every one

My Lorp,—The accompanying copies of let- 
ters from Lieutenant McCleverty, R. M., Com- 
manding the Honorable Company’s Steam Vessel 


“ Phlegethon,” will detail to your Lordship the . 


treacherous conduct of some of the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Ko-kew-so, or Ko-gi-sau, in decoying 
part of the Crew of the “ Lyra,” an English Trad- 
ing Vessel, under the promise of selling them stock 
and vegetables, into an ambuscade of Chinese 
Troops; by which one of the Seamen was killed, 
and Mr. Wainwright, the Chief Mate, after being 
desperately wounded, feil into their hands; ano- 
thér Seaman was also wounded but escaped on 
board. . 

” As this base proceeding occurred within a ve 
short distance of the Village where Mr. Stead, the | 
late Master of the “ Pestonjee Bomanjee” ‘Trans-* 
bere was vhurdered in March last; Lieutenant 

cCleverty promptly determined on landing and 
attacking the Mandarin Military Post, and sup- 
ported by the Masters and Crews of the Mer- 
chant Vessels “ Lyra” aud “ Anne;” after gal- 
lantly putting to flight a very superior force, 
he caused their Barracks, «as well as the small 
Town adjoining the Village, where Mr. Stead was 
assassinated, to be destroyed. 

Intimation has been given of the motives which 
induced this measure of retribution, and I sincere- 
ly hope that it may have the effect of checking 
similar acts of atrocity on the part of the 
Chinese. 

Lieutenant McCleverty, wiie is on all occasions 
most zealous and active, speaks highly of the con- 
duct of Acting Lieutenant Ryves, and ali the par- 


ty that accompanied him, the latter Officer has 
served long with an excellent character, as Mate 
in Her Majesty’s Service; he is the Orphan Son 
of a most estimable Naval Officer, and, I under- 
stand, he was amongst the foremost of the party 
from the * Phlegethon,’ who entered the first Bat- 
tery, which was taken possession of outside the 
Barrier wall in the late attack on Amoy.
